TO MEET CHICAGO’S NEED. 


Lawyers Cite Act Creating: the 
Sanitary Board. | 


Assessments Can Be Made Upon Those 
Benefited. 


WHAT JOHN f. WILSON HAS TO SAY 


Can the money to make the Chicago River 
the harbor the city needs be raised by spe- 
cial assessment levied on the property bene- 
fited? That is the question now being agi- 
tated by the marine interests so deeply de- 
pirous of the proper improvement of that 
Stream. 

The answer given by good lawyers is, while 
there is a doubt about the city’s ability to 
go widen and deepen the river, there is none 
concerning the right of the drainage trustees 
to so do the work, and the latter can, if they 
poe fit, make a broad and safe harbor out of 


age trustees in the matter, John P. Wilson, 
who was attorney for the board at its in- 
ception and had considerable to do with the 
drafting of the law, said: 

“Should the board decide to deepen and 
widen the river I do not think there is any 
doubt but that the property benefited could 
be made to pay the cost by a special assess- 
ment tax. 

The section of the drainage law empower- 
ing the board to raise money by this means 
is a broad one, and the main limitation is 
no property shall be assessed to a greater 
amount than it is benefited. That, however, 
is a simple matter of fact easily determined 
in contested cases, : 

“As to the objection that the mission of the 
board is to furnish pure water to Chicago, 
and consequently it could not levy a special 
assessment tax for the purpose of improv- 
ing navigation, I do not think it has any 
force to it. | 

Mission of the Board. 
“If in seeking after better water the 


board does anything to improve special 
pieces of property that property can be 


‘made to pay thecash. It does not make any 
7 difference what the purpose of the act is so 


long as it benefits the property.“ 

What the drainage trusteés will decide 
to do in the matter is now impossible to de- 
termine, as the matter has never been 
brought before them for consideration.

What Frank Wenter Says. 


“When the Drainage board first got ta

Wallace, the senior partner of the firm, 
when John Flinn and William Murphy, em- 
ployés of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railroad, entered the store. Murphy 


asked to see some teakettles and was shown 


to the rear of the store by Mr. Wallace's 
son. Flinn stood by the door. 

At this stage Mr. Wallace's imagination 
came into play. He sized up his customers 
as a trio of robbers. Flinn, guarding the 
door in quiet, looked especially ominous to 
the fancy of Mr. Wallace, and the latter

Whether 
the Drainage board would — to undertake 
the work is a matter I would rather not dis- 
cuss now. 

Tells of Present Plans. 

“Our present plans contemplate the ex- 
penditure of but about $600,000 on the river, 
and will not make it the stream I and many 
others would like to see it.“ 

“Of this $500,000 about $120,000 will be 
spent for dredging and $75,000 or 880,000 for 
land which we will have to acquire in order 
to straighten the river in a number of 
places. ‘ 

“There are f pieces of this land 
to be condemned, and in the main we have 
had little difficulty in getting it cheaply, as 
the owners recognize the straightening of 
the river will benefit the property they will 
have left. | 

“We are making, however, practically no 
attempt to widen the stream, cur only en- 
dea vor being to so deepen and straighten 
it as to allow for the flow of the needed 
amount of water, so that there is no great 
benefit to any property by our plans as they 
have been drawn. Our funds are limited, 
and we are endeavoring to do the work with 
as little outlay as possible. 

Net Amount Available. - 

“The greatest sum we will have left to 
spend on the river will be about $300,000. It 
will cost to build byways, or big tunnels, to 
the west of the Adams, Jackson, and Van 
Buren street bridges. The river is so nar- 
row at these points it would make a danger- 
ous current to force all the water between 
the bridge piers, which stand on railway 
lands to the west of the river and the east 
docks, so we have been compelled to plan for 
these conduits under the railway tracks. 

“They will not only be expensive—the 
most expensive part of the river work—but 
they would benefit no one, so far as in- 
creasing the value of property is concerned. 

“ Should, however, the Drajnage board 
plans be changed, so the river were made 
the navigable stream it ought to be, then the 
improvement to property along its banks 
would be great, and in all Justice and equity 
this property ought to pay for the benefits 
received."’

“Aunty” Stuart remembers perfectly 
when she was a child on a Virginia planta- 
tion that lots of men passed along the road 
wearing three-cornered hats, some of them 
with yellow pieces on theft coat in front and 
on the tails. : 

Then there were other men who wore big 
fur hats and red coats. She doesn’t know 
what war it was. She doesn't know whether 


| it was the revolution or the civil war. She 
has heard of both, but she doesn’t know 


which one this was. 

But she does know one thing. She knows 
that the men with the “ yaller’’ on their 
coats and the three-cornered hats often went 
past the place and along about the same 
time the men with the high fur hats and the 
red coats also were seem. 

She remembers her old master talking 
much about Washington and naming one of 
the babies Washington. She was a house 
servant and was always in the house with 
the family taking care of the children and 
heard many names and places mentioned of 
which she knew nothing, but which she 
picked up and retained in her memory. 


Before the Boston Tea Party. 


If she is 125 years old—and if she is not

talk brought on by the extra session of 
Congress.

Jey was nominated at St. Louis on a high 
tariff platform and over four months since 
Congress first met in open session. The 
Senate began to vote at 8 o'clock and had 
finished six minutes later. Exactly an hour 
after that time President McKinley had 


affixed his signature to the bill and it be- 


‘Came the law of the land, dating from the 
beginning of July 24. Ten minutes after the 
tariff bill had passed the Senate a message 
was received from the President advocating 
the creation of a currency commission. Be- 
fore dark the House had passed a joint reso- 
lution following out the suggestions made 
by the President in his message and it had 
been sent over to the Senate, which, as an- 
ticipated, took no action upon it. Six hours 
after the time of voting on the tariff bill in 
the Senate both Houses of Congress had 
adjourned and the outgoing trains were 
laden with departing statesmen. „ 

“People who have been breaking their 
necks to take advantage of the Wilson bill,“

“Attention has been called to the statement 
that certain vessels laden with sugar were 
hurrying to reach Philadelphia before the 
Collector’s office closed at noon today in 
order to get the benefit of the Wilson law 
in regard to sugar. Their owners might just 
as well have kept them away from Philadcl- 
phia for a month as to get them in there a 
second after midnight on Friday, for thoy 
will certainly be required to pay duties un- 
der the latest sugar schedule adopted by 
Congress. It has been repeatedly held by 
the courts that the course about to be pur- 
sued by the Treasury department is the 
proper one and hence we are not afraid of 
any legal complications which will have a 
tendency to cut down the revenues of the 
government.” 

Senator Mark Hanna had a foun 
prepared to be used by the President in sign- 
ing the tariff bill at the White House this 
afternoon. It had been carefully filled and 


put in order so that there would be no hitch 
in its workings and it was expected that the 
President would use the Hanna offering in 


making the new law. But the Ohio Senator 
had evidently not counted on the aspirations 
of Chairmah Dingley in this direction. When 
the Mainé Congressman presented himself 
at the White House, accompanied by Chair- 
man Atchison of the House Committee on 
Enrolled Bills, he was fully prepared with a 
pen and penholder which he desired the Pres- 
ident to use. After the President learned 
Chairman Dingley’s wishes in the matter he 
said, laughingly: 

“TI have had numerous suggestions and 
offers of pens with which to sign your bill, 
Mr. Dingley, but under the circumstances 
your wish shall be the law in regard to the 
pen used. 

As he said this the President dipped the 
pen presented to him by Mr. Dingle in a 
golden ink well and took unusual pains to 
make a good signature to the tariff document 
on his desk. 

While this ceremony was being performed 
the President was surrounded by five mem- 
bers of his Cabinet (Secretaries Alger, Bliss, 
and Sherman being the absentees), Secre- 
tary John Addison Porter, Abner McKinley, 
the President’s brother, Chairman Dick of 
the National Republican Executive commit- 
tee, Congressmen Atchison of Pennsylvania 
and Dingley of Maine, Murat Halstead, who 
had been invited to be present for the occa- 
sion, and a colored man, National Commit- 
teeman Hill of Mississippi. This colored in- 
dividual from Mississippi was not an in- 
vited guest, but came into the Cabinet room 
from the President’s private office, where 
he had been waiting anxiously for an inter- 
view nearly all the afternon. Under the 
circumstances the President did not re- 
quest Hill to leave the Cabinet room, and 
so he stuck it out until the curtain was rung 
down on the final act in framing the tariff 
law. 

The fate of the President’s message on the 
currency question was what was generally 
anticipated. The House was ready to act 
as usual. A bill had been introduced two 
days ago and it was promptly passed. The 
Senate received the message, referred it to 
the Finance committee, and then dropped it. 
There were some peculiarities regarding 
this transaction. The House had voted to 
adjourn sine die at 9 p. z. before the Presi- 
dent’s message was read! In the Senate the 
House joint resolution was never legally re- 
ceived at all, and if it had reached the Upper 
House of Congress it would, under the rules, 
have been laid over until Monday. Then 
again, in spite of the fact that the Presi- 
dent said the currency commission should 
receive attention at this session, the motion 
to adjourn Congress was made by Repub- 
lican Senators and pushed to a vote. These 
circumstances are responsible for the opin- 
ion generally expressed tonight that the 
sending of the message at this time wasa 
mistake and that the political advantages 
which were sought to be secured: will be 
lost altogether or even turned into a posi- 
tive damage.

SENATE PASSES TARIFF BILL WITH 
VOTES TO SPARK. 


Allen Makes One Last Desperate Howl, 
but Is Voted Down—Galleries Break 
Into Applause When the Vote Is An- 
nounced—Bill Providing for a Cur- 
rency Commission Is Killed by Be- 
ing Referred to a Committee—News 


from Washington. 


W D. C., July 24.—In the Sen- 
ate, after an executive session, the doors 
were opened at 10:30 a. m., and Mr. Allen 
resumed his speech in opposition to the 
tariff conference report and the bill in gen- 
eral. Mr. Allen criticised the effects of the 
bill on the farmers. He instanced barbed

It was all right, the Sen- 
ator said, ironically, for the sharks 
money gamblers of Wall street” to make 
$32,000,000 out of the sugar schedule since 
the Dingley bill was first reported. It was 
all right for Pierpont Morgan to make 
$27,000,000 out of government bonds illegally 
issued under the administration of Grover 
Cleveland. Farmers ought to understand, 
Mr. Allen declared, that the legislation of 
Russia is as beneficial to them as the leg- 
islation of the United States Congress. As 
a sequel to Mr. Allen's heated personal col- 
loquy with Mr. Foraker over alieged 
frauds in Ohio at the last election, the Ne- 
braska Senator presented tables comparing 
the vote cast for McKinley, Bryan, Harrison, 
and Cleveland. One column showed “ fraud- 
ulent excess, that of Ohio being stated at 
94.500. In closing Mr. Allen announced his 
purpose to withhold his vote on the question 
of agreeing to the report. 

‘Mr. Caffery followed in criticism cf the 
sugar schedule. He stated that ships from 
all parts of the world were hurrying in with 
cargoes of raw sugar to avoid the duties of 
the bill. Already eight months’ supply had 

brought in, thus cutting off governs 
ment revenue to that extent and giving 
enormous profits to the trust. 

only four months’ sup of raw sugar had 
been brought in. 


Burrows to the Defense. 


Mr. Burrows, a member of the Wieance 


committee, then took the floor for one of 
the few speeches from the Republican side 
of the chamber. He said he was induced to 
enter the debate because of the assaults 
upon the lumber schedule and industry in 
twenty-two States, with an aggregate cap- 
ital of $750,000,000, employing 600,000 people, 
and paying $130,000,000 in wages annually. 
Mr. Burrows said the rates on lumber were 
the lowest of any in the bill, being about 
15 to 18 per cent ad valorem and only 10 
per cent on white pine. The Senator re- 
ferred to his visits to the Michigan lumber 
sections, where he said mills were idle and 
men out of work, when the Canadian mills 
and the Canadian workmen were thriving. 

Mr. Burrows took up the statements of 
Mr. Allen that six men owned the standing 
pine and of Mr. Pettigrew that one man in 
Michigan, Mr. Blodgett, owned the stand- 
ing pine. He read from census reports that 
1,186 people owned this class of timber and 
presented estimates showing ninety-five 
owners of white pine in Michigan. Instead 
of being the most infamous schedule, as 
these Senators had declared, it was one of 
the most meritorious of the bill. The Sen- 


‘ator referred to the personal criticisms of 


Mr. Pettigrew to the effect that Mr. 
Blodgett, the owner of pine lands in Michi- 


gan, was the one who manipulated the 


election of Senators in Michigan.” 

“I do not understand the meaning of this 
remark or the inference to be drawn from 
it, but if the intimation is that my election 
was secured by other than honorable means 
then it is a slander on the people of my 
State and on the Legislature from which I 
hold my commission.” 

He declared that Mr. Blodgett was a man 
of such unimpeachable integrity that noth- 


ing Mr. Pettigrew could possibly say could 


detract from his high character. 


Benefit of the Schedule. 


As to the statements that the lumber 
schedule would be an advantage to lumber- 
men Mr. Burrows said this was so. it 
would be to the advantage of the lumber- 
men, the wool raisers, and he believed it 
would restore to the labor of the country 
the uncounted millions from which it had 
been robbed by four vears of free trade. 

At 1 o'clock there was a pleasant diversion 
for the spectators in the galleries when the 
Senate, on Mr. Allison’s motion, in order 
to inaugurate the legislative day of Satur- 
day, adjourned until 1:08 p. m. The spec- 
tators had a glimpse of parliamentary fic- 
tion. Three minutes later the Senate re- 
convened. Mr. Turpie said that at this late 
day he would not ask the Senate to set aside 
the time for the delivery of tributes to the 
memory of the late Judge Holman, but 
he gave notice that early in the next ses- 
sion he would ask the Senate to do so. 

Mr. Morgan then took the floor. His pur- 
pose, he said, was to address himself to a 
grave question of law, practice, and policy 
involved in the adoption of the pending con- 
ference report. 

Morgan and Allison Clash. 

There was a short debate between Sen- 
ators Morgan and Allison as to the omission 
of the proposed tax on stocks and bonds, 
which the former charged had been followed 
by a bound of $30,000,000 in sugar stocks, 
while Mr. Stewart inveighed against the in- 
equalities of tariff burdens and benefits. 

The time for the final vote was now almost 
at hand. There was hardly a vacant sta- 
tion either in or outside of the chamber. 
Mr. Dingley, the author of the bill, was 
present. Many members of the House filled 
the rear areas, making a semi-circle of 
earnest faces fronting the presiding officer. 
The galleries had filled to overflowing. Sev- 
eral secretaries of the Japanese and Spanish 
Legations were the only occupants of the 
diplomatic gallery. 

Mr. Stewart proceeded leisurely to talk on 
general tariff and financial topics until, 
promptly at 8 o’cluck, the Vice President 
directed the roll call to begin. At 3:08 the 
result was announced—yeas, 40; nays, 30. 

The result was announced amid applause 
and an executive session followed, lasting 
until 4 o’clock, when the doors were re- 
opened. A message from the House an- 
nounced the passage of a resolution to ad- 
journ at 9 o’clock tonight. The message led 
to a lively debate. Mr. Morgan demanded 
that it go over, while Mr. Aldrich, claiming 
special privilege for it, demanded immedi- 
ate action on the House resolution. Mr. 
Berry charged that this was an attempt to 
defeat the Pacific rafiroad resolution; 
After a general and somewhat acrimonious 
debate the presiding officer overruled Mr. 
Morgan. Mr. Allen appealed, and on motion 
of Aldrich the appeal was tabled—yeas 66, 
nays 20, as follows:

Recess Till the Evening. 


At 7 o’clock the Senate took the recess

At 8:45 the Senate reassembled for a brief 
concluding session. Only sixteen Senators 
were present and the waning interest was 
shown by unfilled galleries. 

Messrs. Allison and Turple were appointed 
to wait upon the President. They speedily 
reported, Mr. Allison stating that the Presi- 
dent extended his congratulations to the 
Senate and House and had no com- 
munications to make. 

The President's message recommending 
a Currency commission wag then, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Cullom, referred to the Finance 
committee. The House bill for an Interna- 
tional Monetary commission was also 
referred to that committee. This closed 
the work. There was a momentary 
lull, and then the Vice President an- 
nounced: ‘“ Senators, it only remains for 
me under the resolution of the Senate to 
announce that the extra session of the 
Fifty-fifth Congress is at an end and that 
the Senate stands adjourned without day.“ 

Immediately there was a stir on the floor 
and in the galleries, a jingling of Senate 
bells, announcing the close and a final ex- 
change of good by’s. Soon the chamber was 
deserted, and the extra session of Congress 
was over. 


HOUSE PASSES THE CURRENCY BILL. 


Quick Response to the President's 
Message Recommending the Ar- 
pointment of a Commission, 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—When the 
House resumed its session today at noon 


many of the members believed that it would 


be the last day of the session, and there was 
a general expression of rejoicing and relief 
that the end was at hand. Whether it was 
the last day of the session or notit-was well 
understood that it was the last day on which 
business would be transacted. Most of the 
members had their luggage packed, and 
were prepared to leave the city tonight. As 
soon as the Speaker d the House to 
order Mr. Dingley moved a recess until 3:30 
this afternoon. In reply to a question, he 
explained that the Senate would vote on the 
tariff conference report at 8 o'clock, and it 
was exceedingly important that the House 
should be in session when the engrossed bill 
me back from that body. | 
Mr. McRae attempted to draw out of Mr. 
Dingley a statement as to whether a cur- 
rency commission bill was to be passed this 
afternoon, but the latter evasively replied 
that there was as yet no such proposition be- 
fore the House. Mr. McRae said if the 
passage of such a bill was not contemplated 
many Democrats would like to go home. 
The Speaker then stated in view of the ap- 


proach of the end of the session that in his 


opinion it was the duty of every member to 
remain. “ Otherwise,” said he, “we may 
find ourselves without a quorum, and to that

The recess until 3:30 p. m. was then 
derdd. 

Outburst of Republican Applause. 

The throngs which crowded the Senate 
galleries when the vote was taken there at 
8 o’clock flocked over to the House side, and 
the galleries were packed when the lower 
branch of Congress reconvened at 3:30. 
Major Pruden, the President's executive 
clerk, announced a message from the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and the secretary 
of the Senate immediately afterward an- 
nounced the adoption of the conference re- 
port on the“traiff bill. The Republican side 
of the House broke into a storm of applause 
that arose and swept the galleries. The bill 
was carried to the Speaker's rostrum and 
laid on his desk. Private Secretary Hines 
handed the Speaker a pen, with which Mr. 
Reed immediately affixed.his signature. All 
this time the Republicans and the galleries 
continued their cheers and applause, which 
only subsided after the clerk had announced 
the Speaker's signature. 

Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the major- 
ity, then presented from the Ways and 
Means committee a resolution for a final ad- 
journment at 9 o’clock tonight. This res- 
olution was made the occasion for two brief 
speeches. Mr. Wheeler described how the 
Democrats of the House wouid be obliged 
to return to their constituents with bowed 
heads and tell them that the prosperity the 
Republicans had promised was increased 
taxation and inability to meet their obliga- 
tions. 

Mr. Grosvenor in reply said that he deemed 
this a proper occasion to congratulate the 
country and people upon the auspicious 
closing of this Congress.

SUGAR IMPORTERS LOSE THE RACE. 


Reach Port Too Late to 
Save the New Tariff 
Duties. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 24.—[Special.]—The 
Huworth and the Eatona, the two boats 
which were hurrying for Philadelphia, to es- 
cape the extra sugar duties of the new tariff, 
lost their race today, and unless the threat- 
ened protests of their brokers prove of some 
avail those who are interested in their cargo 
will be over $125,000 poorer than they would 
have been had the Captains sworn to the 
manifests by 4 o’clock yesterday. 

In response to the importunities of several 
importers and others, Collector of the Port 
Read, after much telegraphic conference 
with the Customs department, agreed, con- 
trary to expectation, to keep open the cus- 
tom-house as usual until 4 p. m, regardless 
of the Saturday half holiday. 

The interested parties expected to hear 
from ‘their boats last night, but it was 6 
o'clock this morning before the first vessel, 
the Huworth, was reported to have reached 
the Delaware breakwater. The hopes of the 
brokers then became fastened on her alone. 
She was under the command of Captain 
Brophy, was from Java, and was heavily 
laden with sugar consigned to the care of 
Peter Wright & Sons, with J. J. Buchy, 
Philadelphia Bank Building, as her broker. 

Four big tugs had been in waiting at the 
breakwater and at once started her up the 
river Se, pound of steam that they 
could stan 

For those who waited news of her the day 
was a long one. By 10 o'clock the prospect

word came that she was oniy thirty miles 
way.

FUTILE RACE OF SHIPS, 


OCEAN STEAMERS ATTEMPT TO 
BEAT THE DINGLEY BILL. 


Prise a Million Dollars if the Cargoes 
Get in Under the Old Tariff Sched- 
ule—Scenes of Excitement at the 
Old Custom-House in Wall Street— 
Fast Tugs Bring the Captains from 
Quarantine Post Haste, but to Neo 
Avail. 


— 


New York, July 24.—[Special.]—Saturday, 
July 24, 1897, will be a historic day in the 
annals of the New York custom-house. 
Such exciting scenes as were enacted there 
today have seldom been witnessed in the 
dingy old building at Wall and William 
streets, where Uncle Sam collects 80 per 
cent of his entire revenues from customs. 

For a week two steamers have been racing 
across the Atlantic to get their cargoes en- 
tered at the Port of New York before the 
President should attach his signature to the 


new tariff bill, which advances the 
rates of duty on nearly every im- 
ported article that will be imported 


into the United States hereafter. The 
American line steamship Paris and the 
Cunard line steamer Umbria had taken on 
board rich cargoes of woolens, worsteds, 
dress goods, ribbons, chinaware, and other 
fabrics upon which the schedules are great- 
ly advanced under the new law. 

It was @ great gamble, but the stakes were 
worth playing for, and thousands of dollars 
were laid against the issue. The entire im- 
porting interests of New York were inter- 
ested in the result. 

There was another ship, too, upon whose 
timely arrival the importers had much at 
stake. That ship was La Touraine of the 
French line, which was on her way from 
Havre with thousands of dollars’ worth of 
porcelain, feathers, and oil paintings, all 
much affected by the new tariff. | 

Try to Save $1,000,000, 

Somehow or other the erroneous impres- 
sion got abroad today that even if the Sen- 
ate did pass the Dingley bill at 3 o'clock, 
the hour set for the vote, the bill could not 
get to the President before Monday, and 
that therefore the ships that came in during 
the day in time to get their goods entered at 
the custom-house before 4 o'clock would 
save them from the new duties. 

If the President did not sign the bill be- 
fore Monday it meant a saving of duties of 
more than a million dollars. If he signed 
it at once (as he did) it made no differ~ 
ence what time the ships got in; the goods 
aboard would have to pay the new duties, 
The uncertainty made things interesting. 

The Paris got to quarantine before mid- 
night on Friday, and at noon today the 
Srokers had its cargo entered. At that hour 
there was a report that the Fire Island ob- 
server had seen the Umbria, and that close 
behind her was La Touraine, both of them - 
pegging away for port as if the Old Man of 
the Sea were after them. The brokers had 
most of their papers for the cargo made out, 
but they couldn't present them until the 
Captains had entered the vessels. The tele- 
phone bells in*the offices of the steamship 
companies were kept buzzing and the wires 
were loaded down with appeals to do some- 
thing. 

Tugs for the Captains, 5 

The agents sent tugs down the bay to tell’ 
the Captains to put on all the steam they 
had, and they had other tugs at quarantine 
to take the Captains, with their papers, 3 
and hustle up to the Battery.

house at exactly 2:45 o’clock. A moment 
later the Umbria was put up as an arrival 
and the passing of the papers was begun. 
Those who were interested only in La 
Touraine’s cargo moped about in disgust. 
The bulletin said that La Touraine’s com- 
mander, Captain Santilli, had refused to 
come up on the tug, and had insisted on 
bringing his boat up himself. 


Brokers Become Profane. 

The brokers began to use big swear words. 
They damned the Captain, they swore at 
the boat, and they blackguarded the line, 
They walked around and tore their hair as 
they glanced up at the clock. one said 
he had a lot of pictures on which he'd have 
to pay $25,000 duty if the blankety blank 
old tug didn’t get in. That one said it would 
cost his client $10,000 on woolen goods if 
it missed it, and there were a hall dosen 
mposing. 

At twenty minutes after 3 o'clock word 
came from the French line: E : 

“ We've got him, and we'll have him there 
in fifteen minutes.” 

Of course, the presumption was that t 
had got the Captain. When minutes pas 
and there was no sign of him, and when 
more, still no word, the pent up feeling’ 
began to leak out. | 

Four o' clock came and still no Captain.

one of the officers of the Frank Leslie expedi- 
tion of 1890 and 1801, organized by W. J. 
Arkell, is now secretary of a company in Chi- 
cago’ and New York. In an interview today 
on the subject of Mr. Arkell’s claims to the 
gold fields of the Klondyke district by right 
of discovery for the estate of E. J. Glave, Mr. 
Schanz said: 

I was in charge of the geographical work 
of the Frank Leslie expedition which started 
out in the early spring of 1890 for the pur- 
pose of exploring the country Immediately 
north of Mount St. Elias Alps, which previ- 
ous to that time had not been penetrated by 
white men. 

“The Chilkoot route was well known at 
that time, but our party at once turned west- 
ward and scaled the Mount St. Elias Alps 
over a new pass between Chilkoot and 
Chilkat, necessitating a twelve days’ portage 
over the mountains. We named this pass 
Leslie Pass, and were the first white men to 
reach ahy of the waters northward of Mount 
St. Elias in that way. I don't believe any- 
body has gone the same way since. 

After we reached the north side of the 
mountains we found a lake some forty miles 
in length, which was named Lake Arkell. 
That is the headwaters of the Tahkheena. 
This river is of great importance and has 
numerous amuents from what is now called 
the great gold district. | 

„At Lake Arkell the party divided by agree- 
ment. All of us retained our rights to any- 
thing that might be discovered by any 
branch of the expedition. Glave and Dalton 
went westward: toward Mount St. Elias and 
prospected along the many rivulets running 
into the Alsekh, Which at that time was 
supposed to run north into the Yukon, but 
which Glave proved to run south into Dry 
Bay. Dalton was an expert prospector, and 
this practical branch of the expedition made 
very valuable discoveries of placer mines 
over @ part of the present Klondyke terri- 
tory, it being the intention, as we understood 
it, of Mr. Arkell to develop any indications 
found by the expedition. 

I think that Mr. Arkell, in all justice, may 
lay claim to whatever rights our explora- 
tions would entitle him In all the country 
between the Yukon and Mount St. Elias, 
Lake Arkell, and Mount Wrangel, including 
the river dictricts of the Tahkheena and 
the Alsekh, as well as the upper waters of 
the White (Yukon) River, some of the east- 
ern branches of the Coppa River, and the 
territory drained by these various streams. 

‘Glave and Dalton came out of the dis- 
puted territory in August, 1800, and went 
again in the spring of 1891, on which occasion 
Glave was the first man to introduce the use 
of horses north of the Mount St. Elias Alps. 
He and Dalton trained the horses to wear

OPERATORS DISAGREE OVER PLANS 
FOR A SEPTLEMENT. 


Half of the Pittsburg Mine Owners 
will Remain Away from the Op- 
erators’ Conference Called to Meet 
Next Taesday—Strikerns Receive Eu- 
couraging Reports from West Vir- 
sinia—Railroad Employes Will Not 

Unite to Assist the Idle Miners. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 24.—[ }—The 
arbitrators, who finally secu the consent 
of about a dozen operators to stand as 
sponsors for the call for a meeting to con- 
sider the true uniformity movement next 
Tuesday, think they are now on the road to 
a settlement of the strike. The impression 
of strike settlement is misleading. It is 
doubtful, some operators say, if anything 
will be done at the meeting, 

The majority of the operators are so far 
apart and have such widely diverging views 
in regard to what should constitute true 
uniformity that there is little or no hope of 
agreeing on anything. There are about 100 
coal firms in the Pittsburg district. If one- 
half attend the meeting and agree on any- 
thing it is not likely the other half who 
staid away will accept what is done as the 
sense of the coal trade. 4 ' 

Many operators, among them Colonel W. 
P. Rend, believe W. P. De Armit will not 
agree to uniformity, and his present position 
is taken for the purpose of delaying a set- 
tlement of the strike. Other operators, 
whose names are attached to the call for 
the meeting, do not want the strike settled 
now. The miners have little faith in the 
meeting and are paying no attention to it, 

ne report telegraphed from Cleveland 
that the Pennsylvania company had issued 
orders to refuse West Virginia coal 18 
stamped here as silly by the executive offi- 
ders of the company. The Pennsylvania 
lines barely touch West Virginia in the Pan- 
Handle corner of the State. The few cars 
of coal it gets from Wheeling are but a drop 
in the bucket compared to the tonnage of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern and 
Chesa ke and Ohio roads. 

Some days ago it was rumored the Penn- 
sylvania officials feared a strike of their 
employés and were prenaring to meet it. 
This was denied, the officials claiming their 
coal trade was insufficient to cause the 
employés to refuse to handle it. 

Five hundred strikers marched to the 
mine of the Equitable Mining company, at 
Webster, this morning. and induced the, 
diggers working there to stay out of the 
mine.

ENGLAND GRABS SOUTH SEA ISLANDS 


Said to Have Taken Possession of 
Territory Owned by the Ha- 
walian Government. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 24.—The schoon- 
er Norma arrived at Honolulu from the 
South Seas on the 15th. While the vessel 
was cruising on the long voyage Captain 
Rosehill secured sufficient evidence to war- 
rant the belief that England had taken 
formal possession of a number of small 
fertile islands in that portion of the globe 
without stopping to inquire who the owners 
might be. There are many lagoon islands 
that are very fertile but uninhabited. They 
are now being brought under cultivation 
for English companies, who are planting 
cocoanut groves and other tropical fruits 
for*the export trade. 

The most marked evidence of the English 
possession was found in the Palmyra group, 
situated in something like latitude 5 N., 
longitude 135 W. This is considered the 


more remarkable because the islands, which 


are of the lagoon formation and some four- 
teen in number, have been owned by the 
Hawatlian government since 1862 and are 
published as such in South Sea Island géog- 
raphies. They were taken possession of 
formally in the name of he Hawalian gov- 
ernment in 1762 by a master mariner who 
was given to exploring. At that time a 
house was erected on the largest island, 
vegetables planted about the place, and a 
white man and several natives landed there 
as a colony. The venture did not succeed 
at the time and all evidence of the old dwell- 
ing has disappeared. 

had not visited Palmyra Island for 
perhaps a dozen years until A. Gozens, a 
planter who came with me from Hull Island, 
and I went ashore there a few weeks ago,” 
said Captain Rosehill. “ Almost the first 
thing that attracted our attention on the 
island was the remnant of an old flagpole 
at the foot of which was a proclamation 
written on cloth declaring the islands among 
the possessions of Great Britain.” 


CRETANS APPEAL 10 THE POWERS. 


They Demand That the Turkish Sol- 
diers Be Withdrawn Before 
Any Other Step Is Taken. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Canea, July 24.— The Cretan delegates have 
again informed Admiral Canevaro, the com- 
mander of the allied fleets, that they will 
accept no agreement until the Ottoman 
troops have departed from the island. 

They conside@ that the arrival of Davoud 
Pasha indicates the intention of the Porte 
to retain a garrison in Crete in defiance of 
the powers. 

A dispatch from Candia states that the 
insurgents in the vicinity of that town have 
fired on the Seaforth Highlanders, the Brit- 
ish troops who were landed there some 
months ago for the purpose of supporting, 
in conjunction with the troops of other na- 
tions, the demands of the powers respecting 
Crete. The troops were en route marching 
when the incident occufred. It is reported 
that the firing was due to the fact that the 
interpreter accompanying the column wore 
a fez, which is usually a sign that the wearer 
is a Moslem. 

Davoud Pasha, the newly-appointed com- 
mander of the Turkish forces, landed here 
today and was saluted by the Turkix<h fort. 
The Admirals commanding the foreign 
fleets declined to either salute or visit him. 
Replying to Davoud Pasha on the subject of 
exchanging visits, the Admirals declared 
that there was no need for such a formality 
on the occasion of a mére change in the 
commander of the Turkish troops. The 
Consuls gave a similar reply, but said that 
they would return a Visit in a civil capacity. 

It is feared that Davoud Pasha will prove 
an evil influence in the settlement of the 
Cretan question.

‘OUTRAGE ON AN AMERICAN CAPTAIN 


Brutal Treatment by a Customs Om- 
cial at Rio Janeiro May Cause 
International Complications, 


the Baltimore bark Julia Rollins, Captain 
Davis, giving particulars of an outrageous 
essault upon the Captain by Brazilian cus- 
tom officers in the Harbor of Rio. Papers 
showing a good cause for an international de- 
mand for indemnity have been dispatched 
to the State department at Washington. 
The Baltimore bark was lying in Rio Har- 
bor June 12. Captain Davis, accompanied 
by his wife and daughter, went ashore. On 
his return to the wharf his boat with two 
seamen in it was coming off and with them 
was the customs officer, who had performed 
his day’s duty on the Rollins. Captain Davis 
hatled the boat to come to the wharf. The 
customs officer ordered the men to continue 
to the custom-house and when the seamen di- 
verted from their course to obey their Cap- 
tain's order the customs officer drew a pistol 
upon them. With the pistol of the customs 
officer still pointing toward them the men 
rowed in the direction of the custom-house. 
Captain Davis then hailed the barkentine 


Josephine, Captain McClean. A boat was 


sent off from the Josephine to the wharf. - 


Captain Davis jumped into it and ordered 


the sailor to follow his own boat. The boat 


from the Rollins was reached and Captain 
Davis was in the act of stepping into it 
when the customs officer, with pistol in one 
hand, picked up @ boat hook and made a 
lunge at him. The hook caught Captain 
Davis in the wrist, causing a painful wound. 

The customs officer called the harbor pa- 
trol boat and ordered the arrest of Captain 
Dayis. Together with the one man in the 


Josephine’s boat and the two men in the 


Koliins’ boat Captain Davis was taken to an 
island used as a guard station. When the 
arresied men were getting out of their boats 
Captain Davis was kicked and assaulted 
by the customs officer. One kick from the 
officer made Captain Davis almost faint. 
With the three sailors Captain Davis was 
locked up all night, released next day, when 


the officials in charge seemed to agree that 


the arrest was an outrage. It is thought 
the customs officer was drunk. | 

The case was reported to United States 
Vice Consul Lewis, who took the testimony 
of Captain Davis and of the three sailors 
representing the two Baltimore vessels. 
Consul Geral Townsend was furnished 
of the t-known skippers 0 u 
American trade. 


LOUIS KUNESH KILLS JOSEPH 107 L. 


He Declares the Stabbing Was in Self- 
Defense—Quarrel Began Over 

Louls Kunesh stabbed in the heart and 
instantly killed Joseph Motl, his next door 
neighbor, at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
near Nineteenth and Throop streets. 
Kunesh, who is 18 years old, lives at 718 
Throop street, while his victim, who was 22 
years old, lived with his wife and baby at 
720 Throop street. Kunesh, who claims the 
killing was done in self-defense, is held at 
the Canalport Avenue Station pending the 
result of an inquest. . 

The parties had not been on friendly terms 
since July 4. According to the story relat- 
ed to the police by the prisoner, Mot! quar- 
reled with him on July 4 beeause of the 
noise he was making with firecrackers, and 
a general fight followed between Kunesh 
and Motl and their friends.

At 5 o’clock yesterda¥ afternoon Kunesh 
was walking along the street, when he de- 
clares he was seized from behind by Motl 
and whirled around. 

“Come into the alley and we will settle 
this thing now,“ Motl is reported to have 


“I want nothing to do with you,” was 
the answer Kunesh 1 he made, as 
he started across the 3 

“Then Motl struck at me and tried to 
kick me,“ Kunesh continued in his state- 
ment to Desk Sergeant Kennedy, to whom 
he willingly surrendered. “ While I was 
crossing the street to get out of his way 
Mot! ran after me and kicked me twice be- 
low thé stomach. He did not reach far 
enough to hurt me, but I had to do some- 
thing to save myself, and I struck at him 
with my jackknife. Then I ran to my par- 
ents at home and told them about it. It 
was by their advice I hurried to the sta- 
tion and gave myself up.“ 

The young man was unable to furnish the 
police with the names of witnesses, but 
thinks the attack upon him and what fol-

THIRTY-FIVE WERE 


Victims of the Summer Theater Fire 
at Paducah, Ky., Are Nu-

Paducah, Ky., July 24.—There is a sad 
scene today about Ramonia Park, where 
the Casino Summer Theater was: burned 
last night. The theater was about three 
miles from the city and was principally 
patronized by women and children. Edward

Mothers and fathers, in the 
wild scramble to save their lives, were lost 
from their children. Many children were 
rescued from the burning building by heroic 
men, who themselves were terribly burned 
about the face and hands in accomplishing 
the undertaking. Those not injured rushed 
panic-stricken through the woods toward the 
city, not even waiting for the long trains of 
street cars standing in waiting to take the

It is claimed the 
Ceylon teas have been steadily superseding 
the Japanese article in America ever since 
the World’s Fair, and the Jape are desirous 
of getting their business back again. The 
commissioners will be backed up by the 
Central Tea association, which has large 
interests in this country.

Our financial system needs some re- 
| Vision; our money is all good, but its value 
must not furtMer be threatened. It should 
all be put upon an enduring basis, not sub- 
ject to easy attack, nor its stability to doubt 
or dispute. The several forms of our paper 
money offer, in my judgment, a constant 


perfil a safe balance in the Treasury.“ 
Nothing was settled more clearly at the 
late national election than the determina- 
tion upon the part of the people to keep their 
currency stable in value and equal to that 
of the most advanced nations of the world. 
The soundness of our currency is nowhere 
questioned. No loss can occur to its hold- 
ers. It is the system which should be sim- 
plihed and strengthened, keeping our money 


to the government and the people. 


in tavor of early action by Congress in this 
direction--to revise our currency laws and 
remove them from partisan contention. A 
notable assembly of business-men with del- 
egates from twenty-nine States and Terri- 
tories was held at Indianapolis in January 
of this year. The financial situation com- 
manded their carnest attention, and after 
a two days’ session the convention recom- 
mended to Congress the appointment of a 
monetary commission, 


Commends a Commission. 


I commend this report to the considera- 
tion of Congress. The authors of the report 
recommend a commission ‘to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the monetary affairs 
and needs of this country in all relations 
and aspects, and to make proper suggestions 
as to any evils found to exist and the remd- 
dies therefor.’ 

This subject should receive the attention 
of Congress at the special session. It ought 
not to be postponed until the regular session. 
I therefore urgently recommend that a spe- 
cial commission be created, non-partisan in 
its character, to be composed of well in- 
formed citizens of different parties, who will 
command the confidence ot Congress and 
the country because of their special fitness 
for the work, whose duty it shall be to make 


our present banking and currency laws may 
be found necessary and expedient, and to 
report their conclusions on or before the 
Ist day of November next, in order that the 
same may be transmitted by me to Congress 
for its consideration at its first regular 
session. 

“It is to be hoped that the report this 
made will be so comprehensive and sound 
as to receive the support of all parties and 
the favorable action of Congress. At all 
events, such a report cannot fail to be of 
value to the executive branch of the govern- 
ment as well as to those charged with pub- 
lic legislation, and to greatly assist in the 
establishment of an improved ‘system of 
finance.” 
Ia Made a Special Order. 

Mr. Henderson, from the Committee on 
Rules, immediately presented a special order 
for the consideration of the Stone currency 
commission bill with an allowance of one 
hour for debate. He agreed to allow 20 
minutes debate on a side on the order. 

After a few remarks by Mr. Henderson in 
which he said the Republicans of the House 
were in sympathy with the Executive and 
meant business the time of the Democrats 
was consumed by Messrs. Wheeler of Ken- 
tucky, Dockery of Missouri, Pierce of Mis- 
souri, Ermentrout of Pennsylvania, and Me- 
Millin of Tennessee, in denunciation of this 
attempt to create a currency commission.

It proposed that 
the President should appoint a commission 
of level-headed business-men to make the 
broadest investigation to consider all the 
schemes which were presented and report to 
him what, if any, legislation was needed, 
Mr. Cox of Tennessee, who was the leading 
minority member of the Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency of the last House, replied 
to Mr. Stone.

Because he had sold his horse and wa 

and failed in his purpose to leave 
battlefields of Greece and Turkey, Nicholas 
Picheris, a Greek fruit peddler, lost his rea- 
son, and yesterday attempted to drown him- 
self in the murky depths of the Chicago 
River, between Dearborn and State streets. 

It was only after a long and fierce strug- 
gle with another Greek, who was later as- 
isted by a policeman, that the demented 
Greek patriot was prevented from destroy- 
ing himself. 

Picheris“ attempt at suicide took place 
shortly after noon, and was witnessed by a 
large crowd. collected on the neighboring 
bridges. He was first seen while pacing ex- 
citedly to and fro along the narrow dock, 
His strange motions attracted a crowd, 
among whom was 4 Greek fruit vendor, who 
proved to be an acquaintance. Quickly de- 
sending a stairway at the Dearborn street 
bridge, the Greek ran to save his com- 
patriot. They grappled,.and there followed 
a long and desperate struggle. Several 
times the men fell upon the edge of the.dock, 
the insane man fighting fiercely. Once he 
clutched his friend around the neck, and 
would have dragged him with him into the 
water but for the timely 
policeman, 

Picheris was then subdued and taken to 
the Lake Front Police Station. Later he 
‘was sent to the Harrison Street Station. [t 
is probable he will be given a hearing in the 
insane court next Thursday. 

The demented Greek is 21 years old, and 
lives at 215 Wells street. He was one of 
‘a large number of fruit peddlers who seld 
their horses and wagons shortly before the

Such washes are in very common 
use in New York.

SAY THE ANDREWS STORY 


Chicago University Authorities De- 
clare He Is Not Contemplated as 
President Harper’s Associate, 


The rumor that Dr. E. Benjamin Andrews, 
former President of Brown University, and 
President Harper of Chicago University 
have recently entered into negotiations in 
regard to the former being associated with 
Dr. Harper in the Presidency of Chicago 
University, is vigorously denied by trustecs 
of the institution. 

In 1893, it is said, a plan was mapped out 
by Dr. Harper, by which he and Dr. An- 
drews were to enter into a joint Presidency, 
each to act as head of Chicago University 
for six months in the year, and spend the 
remainder of the year in such study and 
research as would aid him in his work. Dr. 
Andrews declined to commit himself on the, 
proposition at the time. 

Dr. Harper is on his vacation at present, 
but his private secretary, Professor Francis 
W. Shepardson, was ofthe opinion yester- 
day that the recent report was entirely 
groundless. 2 | 

Dr. T. W. Goodspeed, Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees, said:. There is not a 


bit of truth in the report. Dr. Harper has no 


authority to negotiate with Dr. Andrews 
unless he has been so instructed by the 
Board of Trustees, and I know that he has 
not received such orders. The matter came 
up in 1893 and again in 1894, but was dropped 
then, and no discussion concerning it has 


come up since.” 


PAROLE LAW DECISION AFFECTS 300. 


Penitentiary Officials Say Judge do- 
gin’s Opinion Will Have a Demor- 
alizing Effect on the Men. 


Three hundred prisoners in the State insti- 


‘tutions, who are eligible to parole, are di- 


rectly affected by the decision of Judge 
Goggin in the case of Tony Lucas, a colored 
convict out on parole. 
The decision was rendered on Friday on 
habeas corpus proceedings, and by dis- 
charging the prisoner twice—the second 
time while in the custody of Prison Guard 
I. L. Bookhamer—the court virtually over- 
ruled the decision of the Supreme Court as 
to the constitutionality of the parole law. 
The penitentiary officials at Joliet, when 
asked the effect of the decision, said it 
would certainly have a most demoralizing 
effect on all the men out on parole, as they 
might not regard the parole as binding, be- 
lieving a court would discharge them. The 
effect on the men in the penitentiary, who 
were expecting to get out on parole, was 
irritating. They acted as though they had 


conditional freedom. 


the effect of Judge Goggin’s decision, as one 
Judge, who ignored the warrant of the peni- 
tentiary for a prisoner out on parole, would 
practically invalidate the parole law. 

The prison authorities stated that the 
question of releasing the prisoner on parole, 
with the encouragement held out by Judge 
Goggin’s decision, was one for the pardon 
board, consisting of R. A. Lemor of Clin- 
ton, Mr. Snively of Springfield, and E. J. 
Murphy, East St. Louis, to determine.

FREIGHT RATES TO EXTREME WEST- 
ERN POINTS DEMORALIZED. 

Fight Between the Mallory and Lone 
Siar Steamship Lines Causes a 
Sharp Cut—Goods Can Be Sent from 
Chicago to Colorado and Texas via 
New York Cheaper than by Direct 
Rail Routes—Wholesale West- 

erm Markets Chiefly Affected. 


Freight rates to the extreme West and 
Bouthwest are becoming more and more 
demoralized, owing to the attitude of the 
Mallory steamship line, running from New 
York to Galveston. The Mallory line yes- 
terday announced another cut in freight 
rates, effective tomorrow. | 

Under the new freight rate first-class 
freight will be hauled from New York to 
Galveston for seven cents, and on lower 
Glasses at five cents for each 100 pounds. 
The new freight rate will hurt all of the 
Western roads running out of Chicago, as 
freight can be shipped from Chicago to New 
York, reshipped on the Mallory line to Gal- 
yeston, and sent from Galveston to Western 
points at rates considerably below the pres- 
ent rates on roads running from Chicago to 
points in Colorado and further west. 

The reduction in freight rates between 
New York and Galveston, put in effect by 
the Mallory steamship line, was not done 
with the intention of hurting the Western 
roads, but is the result of a fight between 
the Mallory steamship line and the Lone 
Star steamship line, and the Mallory line 
gays it will not put rates back to the old 
basis until the Lone Star company goes out 
of business. 

e Lone Star company officials say they 
ean haul freight at ruinous prices as long as 


‘the Mallory line can, and the fight between 


the two steamship companies is likely to be 
of long duration. 

The effect of the fight between the steam- 
ship companies will eventually be felt by 
wholesale merchants throughout the West. 
The freight rates between New York and 
Galveston are now so much lower than the 
all-rail rates between Chicago and Texas 
pointe that merchants will be able to have 
. s shipped from New York cheaper than 
Chicago, St. Louis, ör Kansas City. 

The territory affected is directly tributary 
to the Western wholesale markets, and un- 
jess the railroads in some manner meet the

Though the year 1897 can show only two 
eclipses, there is a compensation in all 
things astronomical, and the year 1898 will 
be marked by. three lunar as well as by 
three solar eclipses. An English astron- 
omer has computed that not only will these 
three lunar eclipses all be visible at Green- 
wich, which is the starting point, not alone 
‘for longitudes, but also for the belt system 
of time for practically the whole civilized 
world, but that the occurrence of three 
eclipses of the moon within the same year 
has not taken place in 200 years past and 
will not be repeated for nearly 200 years to 
come for thé longitude of Greenwich. 

It is well known that the two eclipse 
periods in every year come a little less than 
six months apart, and at each there may 
be as many as two solar and one lunar, or as 
few as one solar eclipse. This would make 
the minimum yearly number two and the 
maximum number six, were it not that the 
eclipse year is not merely a lunar year, 
which is the year of the Mohammedan cal- 
endar at the present time, but also backs 
around,” so to speak, in the calendar year.

The two solar eclipses of the present year 


and Dec. 31, thus making a 


are both annular—that is, the moon and sun 


are at such relative distances from . the 
earth and each other that the disk of the 


“moon as seen from the earth is not large 


enough to cover that of the sun, although 
the nters- are in line; accordingly, the 
shadow of the moon, which is conical in 
shape, since the diameter of the sun is 
nearly 400 times that of our satellite, does 
not reach the earth, and for a person sit- 
uated on the path which the line of centers 
of sun and moon would trace on the surface 
of the earth, the eclipse, instead of being 
total, becomes annular, or ring-shaped, the 
moon appearing as a black disk surrounded 
by a ring of intense light. 1 


It is a comparatively easy matter to com- 


pute a lunar ‘eclipse, in which the moon, 
going at a known rate of speed, slips into 
the earth's shadow, which is also going at 
a known rate of speed. It is hardly more 
complicated than to compute how long one 
moving train of cars will be concealed be- 
hind another when the length of the trains 
and their velocity are known. ä 
But in the computation of a solar eclipse 
the observer is on the earth, which is ro- 
tating on its axis as the shadow passes 
over, and the problem then becomes this: 
determine where and when the shadow 
first strike the earth; how rapidly and in 
what direction it will apparently travel Wer 
the face of the earth; and at what time the 
eclipse will begin and end for any locality 
and its maximum amount for that place. 


Path Hard to Piot. ‘ 
‘The plotting of the chart representing the 
path of thb annulus and the limits of vist- 
bil 4s ‘a. fairly. difficult problem in the 
science of projection, since the curve which 
a moving shadow would trace on the globe 
is further modified by the turning of the 
globe. The logarithmic computation after 
the chart has been prepared is a matter of 
some hours, involving long formule. ae 
The accompanying chart shows the limits 
within which the eclipse will be at all vist- 
ble, which include nearly the whole of North 
and Soyth America, the larger part of the 
Atlantic Ocean, with tHe west coast of At- 
rica and the eastern portion of the Pacific. 

The annulus, or ring shadow, strikes the 
earth at a point 1,200 or 1,300 miles west- 
southwest. of the Town of Tepic in Mexico, 
which lies directly in the path. It then 
crosses Mexico, touching Tampico on the 
eastern coast, travels across the gulf to 
Cuba, where it touches Havana, and then 


runs in nearly a direct line to Touro, on 


Cape St. Roque, the most easterly point of 
South America. It leaves the.earth at a 
point about two¢thirds of the way from 
Cape St. Roque to the Cape of Good Hope. 
Observers within these limits will have a 
variety in the appearances presented. For 
one in the midpacific the eclipse will be 
ending at sunrise—that is, the sun will be 
just emerging from behind the moon as they 
both rise. For one in the penisula of south- 
ern California the eclipse will begin soon 
after the sun has risen. At the other end 
of the eclipse route, on the western coust of 
Africa, the eclipse will begin as the sun

It is the usual thing for a small percentage 
of prisoners to lose their minds, even under 
a system of dally labor, but two of the Char- 
ities commissioners yesterday declared to 
a Tribune reporter that this record of nine 
within a few months is unprecedented, and 
could be accounted for only by the fact of the 
greater confinement, and their inability to 

-develop by wholesome work an appetite for 
the prison fare and the kind of weariness 
that brings nature’s restorer, sleep. 

It is feared that this is only the beginning 
of something worse. Many other prisoners 
than those that have passed the limit of san- 
ity begin to have the dullness of eye and the 
inability to eat or sleep that portends mental 
dissolution. 

Many of the details of the conduct and 
mental vagaries of the insane prisoners are 
too horrible and repulsive to print. The 
strangest case is that of Loomis, who is al- 
together a strange sort of individual. 
Loomis is about 25 years old, and will be re- 
membered as the man who was arrested by 
the police something more than a year ago 
while walking along the street with a bag 
filled with burglars’ tools. It was finally 
proved that he was a manufacturer of 
cracksmen’s outfits, and he was sent u 
a year and ordered to pay a fine of $500.

He was a man of great ingenuity, as was 
shown by the clever manner in which he 
opened the safe in the District Attorney's 
office, and that his operations were the result 
of keen brains as well as deft fingers is 
shown by a remark he made while in prison 
to Commissioner John H. Burtis.. Mr. Bur- 
tis expressed surprise at his ability in open- 
ing safes, when Loomis said dryly: 

1 Any safe that was ever put together can 
be taken apart.”’

‘SCHINTZ CASE IS WORST. 


F. M. Boughey, Assignee’s Agent, Says 
Conditions Are More Aggravated 
than in the Instances of Dreyer and 
Wasmansdort — Creditors Prepar- 
img to Supplement Civil Proceed- 
ings with Criminal Action — Irate 
Clients Call. 


Theodore H. Schintz’s liabilities were foun 
yesterday to reach $1,000,000, while — 
avaliable assets dwindled down to less than 

00,000. Some of Schintz’s neighbors and 
others, representing hundreds of small 
creditors, alarmed at the disclosures of the 
receiver, called at Schintz’s house and told 
him they were going to organize early in 
the week to protect themselves, and it is 
said also to start criminal proceedings 
against the collapsed mortgage banker. 

Only one mortgage has been found among 
the papers in Schintz’s office, of the scores 
that were given to him. It was for $187, too 
little to count for anything as an asset. 

Schintz is now believed to have got about 
$125,000 out of four or five banks.in the city 
on collateral’ that is almost absolutely 
worthless. The loans were made while 
Schintz's credit was supposed to be excel- 
lent, and so the collateral which he put up 
for them was not examined into before it 
Was accepted. When Schintz failed the 
banks hustled around to protect themselves 
and discovered that they had a lot of almost 
worthless paper. The best that can be re- 
alized on any of it was stated by one of the 
banks which held it to be less than 50 cents 
on the dollar. 


Trial Balance a Failure. 

F. M. Boughey, the assignee’s agent, sald 
yesterday he had completed a trial nce 
of Schintz's books as he found them in the 
office, which had footed up $30,000 on one 
side and $300,000 on the other: 

Either Schintz kept a large part of his 
accounts in his head or else he had a set of 
private books which we haven’t been able 
to find,” Mr. Boughey said. ‘“ Evidently 


not half of his transactions are accounted 


for. To my mind it is the worst of the re- 
cent failures. I worked on the books of 
both Dreyer and Wasmansdorf, and this 
shows a worse condition than existed with 
either of those failures. 

“Even the collateral that the banks have 
as security for their loans they will be 
obliged to fight for, as it was not Schints's 
to put up, in many instances.“ 

It is said Schintz’s system of bookkeeping 
and his manipulation of mortgages and 
securities from present appearances began 


about twelve months ago, when the depre- 


ciation of his property forced him either to 
apply other people's securities to his own 
use or make an assignment. According to 
the assignee’s agent the best of these securi- 
tles were put up by him with the banks in re- 
turn for loans, and this was kept up until 
the demands of the owners of the securities 
could not be dodged any longer. | 
Listing the Assets, * 

Schintz’s renting agent and the assignee 
are now preparing a list of the real estate 
holdings and equities which can be counted 
as securities. The list is to be completed b? 
Tuesday, but the assignee expects little aid 
from it, because, according to Mr. Boughey, 
in most instances this property could not 
be made to realize enough to pay the first 
mortgages, to say nothing of the others with 
which most of it is plastered over. 

Scaintz continued to sit on his front steps 
yesterday and argue with his irate custom- 
ers, who kept calling all day. He was un- 
shaven and coatless, but his talk was per- 
fectly coherent, although he stated to a 
TRIBUNE reporter that his mind was in an 
awful bad state.“ 

Hopes Expressed by Schintz. 

“T am having a list of my real estate and 
equities made out, and things will look bet- 
ter for me when that is completed,“ he sald. 
My real estate transactions do not appear 
to any extent on the books in my office, but 
my renting agent has them. I never kept a 
set. of private books, as they have been 
charging. Twelve of my houses in this block 
are mortgaged to the Western Mutual Life 
Insurance company for $30,000, but they are 

“TI used the Ertel estate funds because 
they were put in my hands, and I paid in- 
terest on them for their use. That is the 
way I used other people’s money. 

“None of the securities were hypothe- 
cated. I sent a good deal of the Ertel estate 
money to the heirs in South Carolina. 

I have been sitting here all day reassur- 
ing people. A woman came her awhile ago 
to see if a payment had been indorsed on a 
note which I had negotiated. She was much 
agitated through fear that I had not given 
her credit for the monev. I told her it had 
been indorsed and she went away happy. 
That is the way I have been assuring people 
right along.“ 

Threats Are Freely Made. 

Although Schintz stated that no threats 
had been made to him personally, plenty 
were made at his office by irate creditors. 

The majority of the depositors, however, 
appeared to have settled down to the 
that they and their property were in for it, 
and it was but little use to try to get any- 
thing out of the wreck. | 

So many people who had left wills or valu- 
able papers at Schints's office for safekeep- 
ing, and which he could not touch, have been 
trying to get possession of them, that As- 
signee Dudley yesterday obtained permis- 
sion Judge Carter to turn the papers 
over to their owners. Permission also was 
given the assignee to employ additional help, 
as it was represented that over 2,000 ab- 
stracts had to be examined and the rights 
of the many creditors looked into. . 

Seek Criminal Action, 
A number of Schintz’s creditors went be- 
fore State’s Attorney Deneen yesterday and 
asked to go before the grand jury to teil 
of Schintz’s transactions, but they were 
advised to first have their troubles investi- 
gated in a justice’s court. 

Assignee’s Agent Boughey expressed the 
opinion yesterday. that the first criminal 
procecdings against Schintz would originate 
in the Probate Court when the time 0 
for Schintz to account for some of the es- 
tates of which he is administrator. |

English Publication Says Revolution, 
Degeneration, and Continental Re- 
pudiation Will Be Its Fate. 


Vantty Fair: There are those whe would 
have us believe that London society—that 
thing at once so delicate and refined, so 
exclusive and select—is still In existence. 
They have an idea that within the mansions 
of the “hatte noblesse”’ none but those 
who can boast of pride of birth, or even 
of pride of deed, can gain admittance. They 
even cherish the thought that those writers 
who have pointed out that these are the 
days of the snob and the plutecrat are 
wholly mistaken; and that, save in a few 
instances, our aristocratic families still keep 
more or less to themselves; that there is 
still a society in the true sense of the term. 
“Blood will still tell,“ they cry, and they 
cry the truth. But its tale is a curious one 
indeed the story of its own weakhess, ot 
how it has been almost washed away by 
the wave of vulgarity that has flooded our 
English capital these last few years. 

Wo do not hesitate to say that London so- 
clety exists no longer. It simply is not: and 
the thing that does duty for it—the large, 
coarse substitute for what was so delicate 
and so refined—is merely a hideous carica- 
ture, For proof of this assertion it is un- 
necessary to go far. It cdénfronts us at 
every step, in every one of our prinéipal 
streets—even at our royal parties. Vulgar-" 
ity, in all its hideous glory, holds the high 
place; and ancient birth, honored titles, fall 
down and do it homage. This is no fairy 
story, no result of a perfervid imagination, 
but a solid, unwholesome, indigestible fact. 
The old order changeth,“ indeed. Where 
once men and women were proud of their 
blood and of their family they would now 
lay claim to no higher honor than that of 
being “smart”; Where once they rejoiced 
in wholesome exclusiveness they now revél 
in a bonhomie which threatens to become 
disastrous. They are bourgeois gentil- 
hommes, indeed. 

In Rome, in Vienna, even in republican 
Paris, London society ts becoming a laugh- 
ing-stock—a very byword. It is looked upon 
as the receptacle for continental refuse, the 
rubbish heap on which mary a dusty char- 
acter can be shot. No cne can deny this; 
for half the world knows that men and 
women, of vast wealth and no antecedents, 
have been ousted from continental society, 
only to be received here with open arms, 
to be even petted and caressed and made 
much of. Blood, pride of race—what are 
these nowadays? Money, above all the will- 
ingness to entertain, entertain, entertain— 
these are the pass keys to what was once 
a fortress to be stormed by birth and birth 
alone. Even good character is not essen- 


some, and the orchids beautiful, what mat- 
ter antecedents? 

Women with pasts, and men with nothing 
but very shady presents—are they shunned? 
Not if they entertain, not if their table be 
ever ready laid, the wine always flowing. 
“ He does you so well;” that is the pass- 
word.

Where the Gold Is Found. 


Is there gold in the Yukon country? This 
is the question which outweighs all others in 
the minds of those suffering from the gold | 
craze. Making due allowance for wild e 
aggerations, which will attach to every new 
field of this nature, it may be safely said 
there are rich placer d on nearly all 
the streams that empty into the Yukon and 
at the head waters of the main river itself. 
No quartz has been found as yet, and this 
leads old miners to doubt the permanency of 
the present finds, which they refer to as 
pockets.” 

ust at present the biggest yields are ob- 
tained in the Klondyke district, but quanti- 
ties of gold have been taken out in other 
parts of the Yukon country. In hunting for 
gold. prospectors dig a hole down to bed 
rock, which is generally found at a depth of 
from fifteen to eighteen feet. The first 
twelve feet or so of earth is non-auriferous: 
Under it lies a strata of coarse gravel three || 
feet or more in thickness which is rich in the 
precious metal, most of it being in the shape 
of small nuggets or grains. It is*ealied 
dust,“ but it is much coarser than the 
dust found in other parts ofthe world. Some 
of it is 80 that a big percentage can 
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know gold when he sees it. He will scratch 


man reports having obtained $1,000 from a 
single pan washing, while reports of yields 
of $500 and #600 to the pan are numerous. 
An ordinary pan of gravel will weigh twenty- 
five pounds and a yield of $1,000 worth of 
gold means sixty-two ounces, or nearly one- 
sixth of the entire bulk in precious metal. 
The average is said to be $50 to the pan and 
this is phenomenal when it is taken into 
consideration that the California pan washer 
was well pleased with a uniform product of 
$8 to a washing and could make money with 
a yield running as low as 50 cents. With 
this kind of feld to work it is small wonder 
that claim holders gladly pay $15 a day for 
common labor and are unable to get anything 
like a fair supply at that. It is only men who 
are broke that will work for wages. 


The country is large, gold-bearing gravel 
is found on nearly every creek, and every 
man who has provisions enough to carry 
him through the winter is mining on his own 
account. There are many unlucky ones, 
however, who cannot find a pay streak for 
themselves, and these have to starve or 
work for a pittance of $15 a day with others 
taking out gold by the pound all around 
them. They are the same kind of individ- 
uals who sit all day on the pier unable to 
catch a puny perch, while their compenions 
haul out fine bass by the score. Prospect- 
ing for gold is a curious lottery. One man, 
skilled in the business and eager to make a 
rich strike, will carefully search over a strip 
of country without finding a trace of color. 
Along will come a tenderfoot who doesn't 


away in the most unlikely of places, to the 
amusement of the wise ones, and finally un- 
earth a deposit of fabulous richness. 

This is as strangely true of the Yukon 
country today as it was of California in 
40. The fact is, gold appears unexpectedly 
in so many varying forms that even the 
best of experts are frequently deceived.

Routes to the Kiondyke., | 


Klondyke cah be reached by two routes, 
both beginning at Seattle, Wash. There 
the traveler may take a steamer for a 3.000- 
mile ocean voyage to St. Michaels Island, 
and then make a 2,600-mile journey ip the 
Yukon, or he may go by steamer to Juneau 
and from there climb over 600 miles of rough 
mountains. The Yukon route is the one 
most in favor as being invested with the 
minimum of hardship, but it is only open 
during the short four-month summer. It is 
a forty-day journey from Seattle to the new 
gold fields by water. Leaving Puget Sound 
the steamer sails out to the northwest across 
the Pacific Ocean to the Aleutian Islands, 
between which a channel leads into Bering 
Sea. Safe in these latter waters the steam- 
er is put on a direct northerly course to. St. 
Michaels Island, which lies on the far west- 
ern coast of Alaska at the mouth of the 
Yukon River. There a transfer is madetoa 
light-draft river boat and in this the rest 
of the voyage to Dawson, Circle City, or 
Fort Cudahy is made. The cost of passage 
from Seattle, provisions included, is $165 
Up to this time there have been two boats 
in this Yukon River service, each of which 
makes one round trip during the summer. 
The first boat up in the spring reaches Circle 
City toward the end of June, and the last 
one leaves there early in September on the 
return trip to St. Michaels Island. Between 
the coming of these boats there is no com- 


munication with the outside world except . 


The trip 
of 2,600 miles to St. Michaels Island can be 
made by dog sledge over the frozen river, 
but at that point the voyager would be but 
little better off than he was at Circle City 
or Klondyke, as the ocean. steamers only 
run in connection with the Yukon River 
boats.

possible to get there this year is now on the 
road, With the stocks now in store 10,000 
people can be fed this winter. There are 
nearly that many now on the ground and the 
number is increasing right along. With 
15,000 mouths to feed it is certain to be a case 
of short rations at the best, and a swelling 
of thé population to 20,000 means starvation 
for some of them. An effort is being made 
to get cattle and sheep into the country by 
driving them through the mountain passes 


from Juneau, but the journey is exhausting 


and dangerous. Such live stock as ean. be 
landed in Dawson City in eatable condition 


will readily bring $1 a pound. The principal 


food used now is bacon, beans, and flour, 


with condensed milk and a few canned goods. 


Fresh milk, butter, and eggs are unknown 
Over the Mountain Trails. 


There are three paths over the mountains 
from Juneau to the upper Yukon.’ These 
are known as the Chilkoot, the Chilkat; and 
White Pass. The former has been general- 
ly used, but the latter is now coming into 
favor as the shortest and most favorable. 
Prospectors can get from Seattle to Ju- 
neau by steamer for $15, but after reaching 
the latter port their expenses will be heavy. 
It is a trip of 600 miles through mountains 
covered with snow and subject to sudden 
storms of terrible violence. Supplies must 
be transported by dog sledge or packed on

Small ponies, the former being preferable. 
‘To get any kind of an outfit requires a large 
‘expenditure of money, and besides this In- 


dian guides and porters must be well paid 
for accompanying the expeditions. In ad- 
dition to the animal loads every man car- 
ries from fifty to sixty pounds of provisions 


and tools on his back, and when this is 


packed along for four weeks, up and down 
Steep hills and over rude trails in ice and 
snow, the task is hercuiean in its nature. 
The Indians charge $1 a pound for 

loads through the fords, and on every side 


there is a chance to spend money fast.

Dutüt Necessary for -Prospectors. 
Equipment for mining in Northern Alaska | 


is an important item but little understood 


by amateur prospectors. Many laughable 
things are seen in the outfits of those who 
assemble in Seattle to take boat for St. Mi- 
chael’s or Juneau, and some shrewd but un- 
kind traders have found it a favorable time 
for working off odds and ends which have 
been accumulating in stock for years. Your 
old-timer takes as simple an outfit as he can 
~heavy wooien underwear, coarse trousers 
and pea jacket, stout shoes, blue flannel 
shirts, dark blankets, and a black sweater, 
the latter being chosen on account of econ- 
omy in washing. His toola will be a pickax 
and long-handled spade, while a few tin 
pans and dishes will comprise his camp 
equipage. A good repeating rifle Is always 
handy, but not an essential. The tender- 
foot goes loaded down with an arsenal of 


firearms, a camping kit for which he can have 


no possible use, and clothing more suitable 
for tending store in Georgia than minifig in 
the wilds of Alaska. Half of his useless 
truck has to be abandoned on the road, and ff 


he reaches the Klondyke with a quarter of 
‘his original load he is in luck. The first 


to be done in every instance on reach- 
ing the Eldorado is to get a shelter of some 
kind. Im the summer a heavy tent with a 
board or well packed earth floor will answer, 
but in the winter, with the mercury down to 
70 or 80 degrees below zero, nothing but a 
substantial log cabin with a roaring firé will 
keep out the cold, and even then thére will 


be times when the occupant will wish he had 


more blankets. It is a struggle to sustain 
life in a northern Alaskan winter, and the 
conditions must be favorable, with pienty of 
food, clothing, and fuel, if a healthy vitality 
is to be retained. It is foolhardy to at- 
tempt the trip in the fall of the year. Even

What may arise should the deposits sudden“, 
ly pinch out, or the Canadian authorities 
make a determined effort to collect tribute, 
can only be guessed at. Little danger is ap- 
prehended from this source, however, as the 
Americans hold the roads which lead into 
the Klondyke, and it is impossible to reach 
the mining country without making use of 
these highways. Even in the case of the 
White Pass, which is on British soil, en- 
trance must be made from United States ter? 
ritory by way of Juneau, and it would be 
easy to place a retaliatory embargo on for- 
eigners trying to get into the gold flelds. 
There are serious drawbacks to the north- 
ern Eldorade aside from the bitterness of 
its long, icy winters. One is the scarcity of 
natural food products. Nothing dan . be 
grown there; everything for all time to come 
must be imported at a high cost. Another 
handicap is the lack of woman's society, : 
In the rush to California in ‘40 men took 
their wives and sweethearts with them in 
many instances, and as the climate and 
agricultural conditions were good it was not 
long: before permanent settlements were 
made and the nucleus of what is now a4 
great State was started. In Alaska, aside 
from one or two daring tourists, no white 
women of refinement have been seen, and 
few will care to brave the hardships of life 
there. The miners’ sole companions are 
greasy, blubber-eating Indians, and the 
more intelligent dogs which serve as beasts 
of burden. But there is gold there, and day 
and night, in all parts of civilized oe ge 
there goes up the cry of “ Kiondyke 
bust.”

Spacious Rooms. | 

On entering there are found billiard, smok- 
ing, and reading rooms, a ladies’ assembly- 
room, and common meeting place. On this 
first floor are also spacious cloak and toilet 
rooms. 

Up-stairs is the large ballroom, and open- 
ing out of it is a piazza thirty feet in width 
running the whole length of the clubhouse. 
Here it is pleasant for the dancers on a 
warm evening, and here refreshments are 
served to guests. In winter the piazza is in- 
closed and becomes a part of the ballroom, 
decorated with rugs and other properties of 
the club.

Off 
the stage are dressing-rooms and all accom- 
modations. 

To the north of this room there is a 
kitchen, with all the conveniences of an 
elaborate cuisine.

HE famous old Morrissey clubhouse at 

Saratoga, known the world over as 

the Saratoga club,” is open this 

summer for the first time in three 

years. Last season its present owner, 
Mr. R. A. Canfield, did not attempt to open 
its doors, and the summer before last it was 
in operation but a few nights when the 
local authorities ordered it closed. 

The residents of the village have never 

objected to the club, because they realize 
that it is one of the most distinctive fea- 
tures of the Spa, but soon after the great 
gumbling-house was first opened innumera- 
ble small institutions crept in. These at- 
tracted the cheap play” from among the 
employés of the race track and the large 
hotels; rows and street brawls ensued, and 
the better element Of the summer patronage 
began to remain away. This was directly 
attributed to the prevalence of go many 
.gambling-houses, and a reform movement 
was inaugurated. Years of political strug- 
gle followed, during most of which time an 
owner of one of the most. objectionable | 
houses by the name of Cale Mitchell was 
unnually elected President of the village. 
The reformers grew steadily stronger, how- 
ever, and three years ago they secured the 
passage of an act at Albany by the pro- 
vision of which Cale Mitchell was re- 
moved from office.: 
The new administration immediate 
caused all the gambling-houses to close, in- 
cluding the club. Great indignation was cx- 
pressed thereat by the business-men, hotel- 
keepers, owners of springs, and other inter- 
ests, because, like Monte Carlo, Saratoga 
was attractive to many rich business-men 
all over the country simply by reason of the 
existence of the great gambling- hause, and 
they journeyed theither, with their families, 
to combine pleasure with a shy et the al- 
luring and attractive tiger.“

lasted two seasons. This summer, as a re- 
sult of the last election in the village, the 
authorities appear to have a tacit under- 
standing with Mr. Canfield, inasmuch as the 
immense playroom, in which millfons of 
dollars have changed hands, is as wide open 
as in the old Morrissey days. 

No resident of the Village of Saratoga Is 
permitted to gamble in the club under the 
Canfield régime. Men and women may avail 
themselves of the restaurant, through the 
doors of which they may catch a glimpse 
of the playroom, but the privileges of the 
citizens end there. 

The Saratoga club is a plain-looking build- 
ing. It is about 75 feet front by 200 feet 
deep. It is of red brick with brown stone 
trimmings and is surrounded by spacious 
and beautifully kept grounds. It is located 
just off the main street and is within a 
stone’s throw of most of the big hotels. Its 
present owner, Richard A. Canfield, bought 
it from Albert Spencer, John Morrissey's old 
partner, three years ago. Mr. Canfield is 
also*the owner of the Casino, the fashiona- 
ble gambling place of Newport, and of the 
Madison Square club on Twenty-sixth street, 
New York. 

Canfield is a man of remarkable character- 


istics, considering the business in which he 


is engaged. He is a collegian, has traveled 


extensively in Europe and America, is high 


up in Masonry, and has made a study dur- 
ing the last ten years of government affairs, 
notably of the tariff, the financial and inter- 
national relations. These he discusses ably 
and interestingly with his patrons in New 
York, Saratoga, and Newport, many of 
whom are men of fame in the political and 
business worlds. Mr. Canfield is rie, and 
he “backs his own game, as the saying 
goes, and this means much in houses where 
there is no limit” and where the.“ bank 
roll” is likely at any moment to be called 
upon for vast sums by fortunate players.

HOLDS A PLACE ABOVE INSTINCT. 


Anecdotes Which Illustrate Something 
Akin to Intelligence Among 


Birds. 


A woman on the North Side had for a pet 
a blue jay, whose disposition to get out of 
its cage rendered almost nugatory all efforts 
to keep it confined. Not that it wanted to 
escape, but there lurked within it a mis- 
chievous maliciousness which found vent 
in teasing the cat, when pussy wanted to 
catch a few moments of rest preparatory to 
a night ramble or a concert. Kitty and Jim 
had many playspells, having been taught to 
love one another whtn both were young. 


The bird was often allowed the freedom of | 


the home, but was dissatisfied at being caged, 
and drilled great holes in the frame of the 
enge, so that his home was ever in need of 
repairs. When it and pussy were fed to- 
gether, as they usually were, it generally 
managed to carry off some part of the meal 
and hide it, after the manner of the crows 
and ravens, and more than once it was seen 
working its way on foot back to its cage 
with a piece of meat hidden under its wing. 

There are many wild birds which run up 
and down trees—and it seems to make little 
difference which end up they are tempora- 
rily—skirmishing ever to the right or left, 
whacking the bark with their bills, then 
quiet a brief moment, and again skirmishing 
around the tree. Sometimes an apple tree 
‘will have a perfect circle, not seldom sev- 
eral rings of holes round the tree—holes as 
large as a duck shot. The little skirmisher 
makes these haies and the farmer calls it 
a sapsucker. It's worms, not sap, it is after, 
and the preliminary taps it gives are to make 
the worm, if there is one, roll over in its bed. 
If there is a worm there it will roll over; if 
it rolls over the bird hears it; and then the 


‘woodpecker—for it is a woodpecker—drilis 


into the worm’s nest, runs its horny, barbed 
tongue into the worm—and dinner is ready. 

When the writer was many years younger 
to please the rising generation he made a 
dove cote and procured a few tame pigeons. 
In the course of time the birds had increased 
by not only rearing young, but by inducing 
strange birds to accept the quarters offered. 
The pigeons were regularly fed, the meal 
hour being announced by a pectiliar whistle. 
The dinner call was soon known to ail the 
birds in the place, and the yard would tm- 
mediately fill with birds from every direc- 
tion when the whistle was blown. On one 
occasion a lame bird in the flock, which had 
evidently been caught in a snare and escaped 
with a slip noose on one leg that had icut 
into the flesh, making the poor bird very 
lame, came with the rest. 

After considerable pains the bird was 
caught, the string cut, and the bird placed 
on the ground. It stood a moment as if 
amazed, and then flew up to its Überator's 
knee and fed out of his hand. 

The ingenuity of some of the woodpecker 
family is remarkable. In California many 
of the telegraph posts are literally honey- 
combed with holes, in each one of which 
an acorn, which exactly fills the hole, is 
placed. This is the woodpecker’s store- 
house, but it is not the acorn proper which 
it hopes to feed upon some future day but 
the worms which hatch there. In the office 
of the Vice President of the Western Union 
telegraph office in Chicago a fine specimen 
of this sort of storage is preserved. 

A woman in Minneapolis tel's a curious 
story of bird life which shows a phase of 
sociability in a wild bird’s makeup. She has 


| always fed the birds in winter weather, and 


never allowed them disturbed on her prem- 
ises. She had a fine canary which, in pleas- 
ant weather, always had a window from 
which it hung. One day hearing strange 
bird voices she looked up from her seat and 
saw a catbird trying to induce the canary 
to eat a worm it had brought for it. By dint 
of coaxing and feeding the wild bird she 
finally induced it to come often to the win- 
dow, and one day, while sitting oa the 
porch, the catbird brought a berry for her 
and tried to put it in her mouth. 

e catbird is extremely hard to raise in 
confinement, and it has been repeatedly sald 
that if the young are caged where the pur- 
ent birds can reach them that, after it has 
become a fixed fact that they cannot escape 
they are poisoned by the old birds. The 
writer has made the attempt on several 
occasions to raise catbirds, but they tnvar- 
jably died in convulsions before reaching 
maturity. :

It is a curious thing to remark the differ- 
ence between a foreigner’s and an Ameri- 
can’s—that is to say, the general run of 


cation. No Londoner or Parisian, no matter 
what his station in life, dreams of spending 
a vacation in wearisome sight-seeing, rush- 
ing from town to town. Here the idea of 
happiness is a month or two in the country 
or by the seaside. Foreign artists and 
writers seek the quiet of secluded places in 
which to rest and recuperate. Our artists 
or writers flock to Paris or to London, rush 
from place to place, fatigue themselves 
sightseeing, and really receive no practical 
benefit from the time allotted for rest. The 
same may be said of the majority of Ameri- 
cans. We are only beginning to wake up 
to the fact of the comfort and happiness of 
country life after a busy winter season, and 
the popularity of the country clubs near 
Chicago, New York, and Boston shows that 
with a certain set at least the country has 
charms. 

Americans of the masses have three ideas 
in coming to Paris—the morgue, the Moulin 
Rouge, and the Louvre. Those three at- 
tractions they rarely miss, and this is in 
consequence a busy season for each of those 
famous places, which are crowded from 
morning until night with eager visitors. 

Sightseeing in Flocks. 

Numbers of sightseeing travelers go ahout 
in bands, like a flock of sheep. This is the 
class that insists upon adopting sailor hats, 
negligée shirt waists, enormous shoes, and 
above all wear conspicuously the American 
flag pinned to their hatbands or belts as if 
ready for a fight. This external expression 
of sentiment is difficult for a Frenchman.to 
understand. He would consider himself or 
his friends extraordinary if similarly deco- 
rated. 

It ts an amusing sight to go down to the 


watch the excursion parties start on their 
daily rounds. Enterprising companies huve 
these trips in charge, and their patrons see 
more or less of the city in that way, though 
if the truth were to be told it is generally 
less. The places in the wagons ore num- 
bered, and each must wait histurn. There is 
a good deal of excitement and discussion be- 
fore the tourists are all packed in and satis- 
fied, and then with a crack of the whip they 
are off, four, five, and sometimes six coaches 
of them.

It is no uncommon sight to see a 
coach full of people all reading industriously, 
as if in a library, while they drive.about the 
most beautiful city in the world oblivious to 
the real sights, preferring to study a writer's 
account of them. 
Rapid Tours of the City. 

Perhaps the tours of the excursion parties 
through the great galleries are the most 
amusing of all their outings. If one hap- 
pens to be in the Louvre or Luxembourg 
upon the arrival of often fifty or sixty 
tourists under the leadership of a guide it 
is well to fallow, them.

knowledge if they possessed it. There are 
girls here who have never thought to choose 
a doctor that might be called upon in case 
of sickness.

One idea only seems to have entered 
their heads—to come to Paris and study, 
without the least thought of the dangers 
surrounding such action without proper pre- 
cautions. 

Food is an important factor in daily life, 
and girls should realize that they must have 
nourishing things to eat.

The diet fur- 
nished by even good pensions—cheap enough 
to be within the means of the average girl 
student—is insufficient’ for American girls 
rdinary American 
table. | 
Danger from Damp Rooms, 

Dampness is another great fault in many 
old Paris apartment-houses let to students, 
and no one who has not experienced the 
deathlike chill of these places can conceive 
Humidity of this sort means 
rheumatism, coughs, and often lung trcuble. 
and it is a long time before one realizes 
what is the cause. Any one who has been 
in Paris has remarked. no doubt, a cold feel- 
ing upon retiring. It is due to damp sheets, 
made so by the surrounding atmosphere. 
French people get around this difficulty by 
hot water bags, put in their beds as early 
as 6 o'clock, even in warm seasons; but be- 
fore Americans realize what is the matter 
they are ill and ignorant of the cause. Chil- 
blains are common during the bad seasons. 
One is more apt to have them in Paris from 
the dampness than from the clear cold of 
such a climate as Chicago possesses. So 
dreaded are they by the French that you 
notice many of them sleep with feather pil- 
lows at the foot of their beds to avoid cold 
feet. If more of the people who are respon- 
sible for young plodding students would 
look into these small details there would be 
less to shock tne observer of Latin quarter 
life. Aside from the practical questions, 
there are moral questions, or rather the ap- 
pearance of morality, that are too often ut- 
terly disregarded. 

Limits Should Be Set. 

France is a country in which youhg un- 
married women are not supposed to go 
around alone unless for motives not the 
best, and while a certain amount of freedom 
fs tolerated because C'est l’habitude Amer- 
icans,’’ there are bounds which even Amer- 
icans should keep within if trouble is to be 
avoided. It is no uncommon thing to see 
upon leaving the theater or opera dozens of 
young girls hunting a cab to go home en- 
tirely alone at the late hour when Parisian 
theaters close. If it was even 10 or half past, 
it would be le dangerous, but it is gen- 
erally midnight or after, and it is enough to 
make one gasp to think of the dangers such 
girls run alone in cabs with irresponsible 
drivers, at the mercy of whom they are. 
France is not America, nor Frenchmen 
American men. The entire social system is 
different. Education is different, and our 


girls should realize this before leaving their | 


native land. No one knows the condition of 
things in Paris, and how many promising 
young women are lost to society entirely 
through ignorance and the culpable neglect 
of their parents and relatives. It is a grave 
responsibility upon the part of any one in 
charge of young people to allow them a 
„ bachelor life” in the gayest city in the 
world, and it is a question if even success—so 
rare, one in five hundred—pays for the sac- 
rifice of so much that Is dear to women. 
Fortunately philanthropic persons realize 
this state of things, and several excellent 
American Girls’ Homes have been estab- 
lished, but they are unable to take care of 
more than a limited number of young people 
and the rest—well, the rest try to take care 
of themselves. 
There is no question but what Du Maurter’s 
“Trilby”’ has had a great influence upon 
student life in Paris—a questionable influ- 
ence. There are not as many Little Bu- 
lees” and “ Taffys” in the world as one 
might imagine.

Without considering such 
works as the Amasons in Naples, the 
“Commodius” in thé Vatican, or other 
equestrian works which are housad in muse- 
ums, or taking into account the metopes of 
the Parthenon, or carvings. in relief from 
Nimrud or Karnac, the sculptured works 
of greatest antiquity in which horses are 
represented in the round are probably the 
two in Rome on the piazza of the Capitol. 
attributed to Phidias and to Praxiteles, and 
two others known as the Horse Tamers,“ 
Which have served as a model for similar 


groups in Stutgart and on the Place de la 


Concorde in Paris. 
Prototype of Modern Works. 


But the prototype of the modern equestrian 
Statue is found in the Marcus Aurelius,”. 
which is also on the plaza of the Capitol in 
Rome. This work is one of remarkable 
beauty and it is the only ancient statue in 
bronze which has been preserved up to the 
present time outside of a museum. 

It is not known by whom it was made and 
it was even supposed for centuries to be a 
portrait of Constantine. It was originally 
lit and traces of gilding still remain. 

The statue of Bartolommeo Colleoni by 


Veroccio in Venice, which was cast by Al- 


essandro Leopardi, who also designed its 
marble base, is one of the earliest of Italian 
bronze statues. 

Ruskin says of it: 1 do not believe there 
is & more glorious work in sculpture existing 
than the equestrian statue of Bartolommeo 
Colieoni.” “Another early Italian work of 
great beauty is the statue by Donatello of 
Gattamela in Padua. These men were, like 
Logan, both Generals and both commanded 
‘armies ot the Venetian republic, Another 
early Italian equestrian figure is that of 
Cosmio E of Florence by Giovanni di Bo- 
logna. 

Paris Has Few Equestrian Statues. 


Ot a little later period there were a num- 


ber of statues of French Kings in Paris, but + 


nearly all were destroyed in the fury of the 


geyolution, The City of Paris, with its rep- 


utation as an art center, might be supposed 
to possess a large number of equestrian 
statues, but there are only eight, and all are 
comparatively modern works. Fremiet, the 
great animal sculptor, has produced three 
of these—the charming figure of Jeanne 
Are on the Place des Pyramides, the 
™“ Velasquez’ in the court of the Louvre, 
which was een in plaster at the World's 
Pair; and The Torch-Bearer,’’ which forms 
part of the decoration of the stairway of 
the Hotel de Ville. Fremiet has in the Lux-

The elector is clad in Roman cos- 
tume and his dignified repose appears 
greater by the contrasted movement of four 
slaves at the corners of the base. In the 
Lustgarten is a.figure of Frederick William 
III., by Wolff, which was unveiled June 16, 
1871, in the midst of a celebration of the vic- 
tories over the French. Still another 
equestrian figure in Berlin is that cf Fred- 
erick William IV., by Calandrell. 

Munich possesseg.a celebrated work of this 
class of ‘statues in the Maximilian made by 
Thorwaldsen in Rome. It represents 
Maximilian, the founder of the Catholic 
league, in the armor of the period of the 
Thirty Years’ War. On the Odeons Platz is 
Louts I., by Widmann. 

In Vienna there are equestrian statues of 
the Archduke Charles and Prince Eugene 
of Savoy, by Fernkorn; Francis I., by 
Marchesi; the Prince of Schwartzenburg, by 
Hahnel; and one of Joseph II., made in 
imitation of. che Marcus Aurelius in Rome 
by Zauner. 

„ Fine Statue of Peter the Great. 

St. Petersburg owns one of the most céle- 
brated equestrian statues of the world—that 
of Peter the Great. It is of colossal size and 
surmounts a hugh granite rock. It is the 
work of Falconet. The Czar Nicholas is 
Also represented on horseback by Clodt. 

In Madrid is a statue of Philip IV. on a 
running horse, by Pietro Tacca. 

Equestrian statues. are frequently met 
with in smaller European cities. In Copen- 
hagen there are the lead statue of Chris- 
tian V. by Lamoroux, Frederick VII. by 
Bissen, Bernadotte by Brynjulf Bergstien, 
and Frederick V. by Jacques Francois Saly. 
There is also a quadriga on the entrance to 
the Thorwaldsen Museum,’ designed by 


Thorwaldsen and executed by Bissen. 


In Stockholm is a Statue of Gustavus 
Adolphus by L’Archiveque, erected in 1796, 
and one of Charles John (Bernadotte) by 
Fogelberg. 

In Hanover is Ernest Augustus in the 
uniform of a hussar, by A. Wolff; in Cologne 
are Frederick William III. by Bläser, WII 
iam I. by Drake, and William IV. by Plaser; 
in Dresden are Augustus the Strotge, in 
gilded copper, by Widemann, and ki 
John, by Schilling; in Rouen is Napoleon I., 
by Vital Dubray; in Orleans is Jeanne d’Arc, 
by Foyatier; in Lyons is Lou's XIV., by Le- 
mot; in Warsaw is Johan Sobieski in 
marble. 

In Liepsic is a plaster model by Thorwald- 
sen of an equestrian statue ot Pianotowski 
which was intended for Warsaw. There is 
also in Léipsic the Germania monument 
with equestrian statues of Albert of Saxony, 
Crown.

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ATE in the Covent Garden season there 
was brought forward a novelty that 
would seem likely of success in 
America. With the exception of 
Humperdinck’s Hansel and Gretel,” 

which made here what poor Von Bulow 
would have termed a fiasco d’estime, con- 
temporary German opera has been let se- 
verely alone. 

The plea may be advanced that there is no 
contemporary German opera, althougr one 
might perhaps rest equally assured that no 
example of it would find its way to us were 
the opposite the case. All novelties in 
grand opera appear only to reach America 
across the boards of Covent Garden. Paris, 
with us, counts for very little in the musical 
line, while a play that absorbs the millinery 
industry of the French capital achieves a 
ready American market. It is an anomaly 
explainable, perhaps, on the grounds that 
music, like the poor, is always with us, and 
styles in millinery change. 

To reach London an opera is generally sup- 

ed to have been presented on the stages 

of half the theaters in Europe. But as only 
a small fraction of the works presented as 
operatic novelties in London reach us in 
America we would best refrain from com- 
ment. 

This novelty in question, Dr. Kienzl's 
% Der Evangelimann,“ is of a stamp that 
would interest and appeal to American audl- 
ences. It is fluent, melodious, skillful in 
orchestral treatment, and not encroaching 
on vocal preserves. Folk music is liberally 
employed in the first act, after the fashion 
adopted by Humperdinck. Between this act 
and the second and final one of the opera 
thirty years are supposed to elapse. The 
first portion of the work is in the earlier 
style of German writing and the second in 
As a trib- 
ute to verity it is unquestionable, but, on the 
other hand, Hable to criticism because of 
lack of unity. ; 

Be that as it may, and repetition of a work 
modifies opinion regarding it, there is steady 
growth in dramatic interest and power with 
the progress of the opera. The culminating 
scene, in which the guilty man facés death 
and his victim, is of absorbing power. 

Dr. Kienz]l is the librettist as well as com- 
poser, and the book is said to be founded on 
actual incident. 

Der Evangelimann (The Evangelist) 
is a name given in this instance in the Vien- 

nese sense of a pious beggar who frequents 
courtyards singing texts of scripture and 
hymns. Mathias Freudhofer, the evangelist 
of the second act of the opera, is in the open- 
ing one engaged in a legal capacity at the 
Monastery of St. Othmar. 

The curtain rises on the courtyard of the 
monastery in the late afternoon. It is ves- 
per time, and a choir is heard singing the 
Galve Regina. Against this background is 

laced a love scene between Mathias and 

artha Engle, niece of the justice and prin- 
cipal of the monastery, whose ward she is. 
An elder brother of Mathias; Johannes, and 
a rejected suitor of Martha, informs the 
uncle of the existing attachment, and 
Mathias is dismissed. Johannes fires the 
monastery barns and succeeds through cir- 
cumstantial evidence in placing the guilt 
on Mathias, whose object is supposedly re- 
venge. Arrested on charge of incendiarism, 
Mathias is put into prison for twnety years. 
Through despair Martha ends her life. 

In the second act, thirty years of suffering 
back of him, Mathias comes on the scene 
in threadbare semi-clerical garb. Opening 
his Bible, he reads the Beatitudes, the chil- 

“dren, who a moment before have been dan- 
cing, singing the words after him. Mag- 
dalena, an old friend of the youthful lovers, 
recognizes Mathias, and a pathetic,scene, in 
which he tells of his. broken life, ensues. 
Interrupting this is the lament bell ringing 
in a neighboring church. The children kneel 
and resume with Mathias the words, 
“ Blessed are they who are persecuted.“ 

The second scene of this act is the death 
chamber of Johannes, racked with pain and 
remorse, yet reviling fate. The words of the 
evangelist’s hymn reach him, and, sending 
for the man, unknowing ‘his identity, he 
makes confession of guilt. Mathias refuses 
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forgiveness, but in the final moment grants 
it, Magdalena praying, Forgive us our tres- 
passes as we forgive them that trespass 
Sgainst us.““ In the courtyard the children 
are heard singing the hymn of the evan- 


gelist. 


The plot is simply and logically devel- 
oped and peculiarly free from the stress 
and strain common to modern work.

As matters now stand a grand 
opera by an American composer is not mar- 
ketable to the worth of the paper it is writ- 
ten on—an outlook scarcely conducive to 
cheerfulness of prospect were not such 
ventures as the one at Castle Square in 
Boston and the present undertaking in Chi- 
— evidences of growth in a right direc- 
on. 
The love of music is strongly rooted in our 
nation. A movement for the elevation of 
music in the public schools will serve to in- 
crease and further its gencral establish- 
ment. 
To become popular grand opera must be 
given at popular prices, instead of at ones 
precluding patronage except by the rich. 
This cannot be accomplished when each 
company contains a group of stars whose 
only desire in visiting America is to make 
enough not to be obliged to return to it and 
who will not take the pains to learn our lan- 
guage, much less to sing it. Anda point to 
be noted in favor of permanent companies, 
though the merit may be of a more modest 
description than the peripatetic organiza- 
tion, is that the language sung is our own. 
It is therefore a matter of more than ordi- 
nary moment when a plan is entered upon 
which will serve to stimulate grand opera 
on a permanent basis. It is only on some 
such lines that opera will become estab- 
lished with us. 
Hitherto in such matters we have present- 
ed the spectacle of building from the apex 
downwards. A firm foundation on modest 
beginnings with arduous rehearsal and re- 
gard to detail means more in actual estab- 
lishment of this branch of art as indigenous 
than all the fittting of heralded operatic vis- 
itants.

Many Chicago People Prefer to Walk 
to the Top Ffoors of High 
Buildings. 


There are in Chicago hundreds of people 
who have lived here all their lives, and who 
visit the down-town districts frequently, 
but who have never ridden in an clevator. 
This is not because they never have occa- 
sion to visit the upper stories of any of the 


tops of them, but invariably they walk up 


the stairway. 
The most common reason for shunning 


quite prevalent among women, but men 
whose daily duties do not take them to the 
this fear. 
It is no uncommon 
woman to inquire as to the safety of an ele- 
vator before entering it, but the spectacle 
of a man refusing to ride in an elevator be- 
cause he is afraid of being preeipitated from 
a dizzy height is out of the common.

Others whose hus- 
bands are employed on the upper floors of 
high buildings, when they wish to see them, 
dispatch a messenger to the office, while 
they walt in the lower corridor of the build- 
ing.

THE NEW \TARIFF LAW. | 

Th. Dingley tarif bill, whieh was intro- 
duced on the 16th Jay of March, or more 
than four months ago, went into effect yes- 
e Senate by a vote of, 
yeas 40, nays 30, and was sikued at once 
by the President. He can now take his 
well earned vacation. 

The new law has its defects, The most 
serious of these are due to the fact that the 
Republicans have not a majority in the 
Senate. There are certain elements in that 
body which it was necessary to placate in 
order to get the votes needed to pass the bill, 
the consideration of which might have been 
protracted indefinitely otherwise. 

There has been far too much delay as it 
is, and the future revenues of the govern- 
ment will suffer. It has received more 
money during the last four months because 
of the heavy imports in anticipation of the 
enactment of the present law. But it would 


have received ‘thirty or forty millions more 


of reyenue if those goods had been imported 
gradually during this fiscal year, and had 
paid the higher duties of the new law. 
Therefore, nobody should be surprised at 
the sudden drop in custom-house receipts 
which is sure to ensue. Last year nearly 
20 per cent of those receipts, or 30 million 
dollars, came from the sugar duties. Those 
duties have been raised, but there is more 
than six months’ supply of sugar on hand. 


more is imported. 

The new tariff law will give more revenue 
than the Wilson law,: but not until the an- 
ticipatory imports have been pretty well 
worked off. It will also give more protec- 
tion to many American manufacturers, but 
they will not get the full benefit of that 
protection until the goods imported under 
the lower dutics have’passed from the hands 
of merchants into those of consumers. 
Most people understand these things and: 
will allow for them. 

Notwithstanding any defects the new 
tariff law may have all business-men will 
be rejoiced that it is on the statute books. 
For its enactment is the end of a long period 
of uncertainty. Manufacturers and mer- 
chants know now just what the law will 
be for some years to come, and they can pro- 
ceed to adapt themselves to it. Prosperity 
will advance at an accelerated pace.

HOW TO IMPROVE THE SOUTH BRANCH 

Major Marshall stated the other day that 
“the engifieers were finding the condemna- 
tion of property for widening and straight- 
ening the river was very expensive.” No 
doubt of it. Usually when a man’s proper- 
ty is wanted for public uses he puts an ex- 
travaganht estimate on its value. He bas 
no scruples about robbing the taxpayers. 
It a third of his property is taken for an im- 
provemént which doubles the value of the 
reminder he will ask as much for that 
third as the whole was worth. 

The widening of the South Branch to a 
width of about 150 feet will add enormously 
to the value of the property on both sides. 


improvement, There is dock property on 
the South Branch which is practicaily 


| valueless because the stream is so narrow 


and winding that vessels of the present size 
eannot get to it. If half the land is taken 
the value of the rests enhanced. If all is 
taken the inside lot which gets a dock front- 
age thereby becomes worth infinitely more 
than it was. 

Where the widening is all done on one 


| bank the land on the other, which remains 


intact, becomes much more desirable than 
it was. It will rent for more and will sell 
for more. Why should not its owner con- 
tribute something besides general taxes to 
defray the cost of an improvement which 
has benefited him so much? 
The sanitary district act empowers the 
trustees to enter upon, use, widen, deepen, 
and improve any navigable or other 
waters.” That includes the Chicago River, 
through which the supply of water for the 
drainage channel must be drawn. The 
trustees are also empowered to condemn 
private property when necessary. 

The thirteenth section of the act provides 
that— 

The Board of Trustees shall have power to de- 


such incorporation by special assessment or by gen- 
eral taxation, or partly by special assessment and 
partly by general taxation, as they shall by ordi- 
nance prescribe. It shall constitute no objection to 
any special assessment that the improvement for 
which the same is levied is partly outside the 
limits of such incorporation, but no special assess- 
ment shall be made upon property situated outside 
of such sanitary district, and in no case shall any 
property be assessed more than it will be benefited 
by the improvement for which the assessment 16 
levied. 


The law under which the sanitary dis- 
trict trustees are working requires them to 
send down the drainage channel 300,000 
cubie feet of water to begin with. As the 
quantity is to increase with the growth of 
population, more water will be needed after 
the federal census is taken. 

The only feasible way of getting the 
‘supply of water needed now and the larger 
supply which will be needed in the future 
is by deepening and widening the South 
Branch. Its condition must be bettered 
radically. The improvement of the stream 
is a task which must be attended to, wheth- 
er the general government does anything 
or not. 

The drainage trustees are em to 
make this improvement. They hre practi- 
eally obliged to make it. They can do so 
either by special assessment, or general 
taxation, or both. This improvement will 
add greatly to the value of the property 

abutting on the South Branch. Why can- 
not the taxpayers get the benefit of some of 
that gain in values? 

Why cannot there be an assessment for 
benefits conferred which may cover at least 
what the trustees will have to pay for the 
property condemned by them in widening 
the stream? It may be conténded that the 
individual benefits“ due to improved nay- 
igation cannot be taken into consideration 
in a proceeding whose object is to secure an

that any benefits received by property may 
be taken into consideration, no matter 
what the special object of the improvement 
may be. There seems to be no legitimate 
reason why the special benetits which will 
admittedly be conferred on the property 
abutting on the river due to the greater 
navicability of the stream when widened 
should not be considered in connection with 
the payment of damages for property con- 
demned. The benefits ate real. Why 
should a man, part of whose property is 
taken, be awarded damages when he has 
been greatly benefited?

ANDREWS NOT WANTED HERE. 

It is stated in a Chicago paper that once 
upon a time President Harper of the Chi- 
cago University had an idea of associating 
the late President. of Brown University 
with himself in the management of the 
‘affairs. of the Chicago institution, each to 
have charge for six months. 

Whether such a plan was or was not con- 
templated in-the past, is a matter of no 
consequence, But it is stated further that 
“Dr. R. Benjamin Andrews may come to 
Chicago,” and “may close his successful 
career at the Chicago University. 

There is ho probability or possibility of 
anything of the kind happening. A person 
who has become notorious by reason of his 
advocating doctrines which are tinanciaHy 
unsound, and morally abominable, and who 
has resigned from one institution because 
of his offensive course, is not wanted at the 
Chicago University. 

That institution has been identified thus 
far with the cause of sound money and the 


fessors bas done admirable work in that 
direction. It will not do to put beside him 
a man who asserts that cheating and re- 
pudiation are legitimate—are commendable 
even—when they can be perpetrated under 
color of law by a change of the money 
standard for the worse, and by making 
that new standard apply retroactively to 
debts based on the old and better etandard, 

This free silver question is “in politics,” 
but it is primarily a question of morals. Is 
it right to rob, plunder, and confiscate? Is 
it right to destroy without compensation 
eight billions of property in the form of 
credits?

But since robbery and re- 
pudiation are not right, and no act of Con- 
gress can make them so, Andrews is not a 
fit instructor of ingenuous youth,” here 
or elsewhere.

ST. GAUDENS’ TWO GIFTS TO CHICAGO. 

The genius of St. Gaudens has made two 
gifts to Chicago—gifts which the city, the 
State, the country, can hardly too warmly 
appreciate—the matchless statue of Lin- 
coln at the entrance to Lincoln Park, and 
that of Logan on the Lake Front. The be- 


longs to each of these two statues, so ut- 
terly unlike each other, most strikingly at- 
tests the genius of the artist. 

When the statue of Lincoln had been fin- 
ished and put in place there was wonder 
how such a creation in bronze could be 
achieved. Prometheus snatched a flame 
from heaven for the use of mortals ever 
after; in this instance the inspired artist 
had caught, as it were, a living soul from 
the heavens and brought it back to earth, 
so that no one, man or boy, could look on 
that monumental bronze and dare say there 
was not a living spirit within it—the very 
soul of him who bore on his heart with such 
ineffable pathos and patience and hope the 
destiny ot his country in its supreme hour 
of anguish and struggle. It is all there. 
And what neither-history nor poet nor ora- 
tor could fully say the sculptor has uttered. 
And, fortunately, this is done in the form 


in coming years will pass by this spot where 
Abraham Lincoln stands to tonch and 
sway the mystic chords in all men’s hearts, 
it will matter nothing from what land they 
come or what is the mother tongue they 
use, they will know what this man means 
and strongly feel his power over them. 

Of course in this case, as in case of the 
historie masterpiece of the marvelous ex- 
pressive character study in sculpture which 
was dedicated the other day, the gifted 
artist knows already how deep is ihe grat- 
itude of the people for such gifts, such a 
possession for all time; but it will do him 
no harm to tell him of it, especially as it is 
of the very nature of his genius that his 
“next work should be his masterpiece. 


"CONVICTS DRIVEN INSANE BY IDLENESS 

The State of New York is already real- 
izing the practical results of the law which 
went into effect in that State in January 
last prohibiting the leasing of the labor of 
convicts to be employed in any of the 
skilled industries, which amounts to the re- 
quirement that they shall be kept in idleness, 
No less than seven convicts confined in 
the Kings County penitentiary have been 
officially. declared insane in the last few 
days, while two others are reported men- 
tally unbalanced. When it is remembered 
that this has occurred in an institution 
containing some 700 convicts some idea may 
be formed.of what is likely to be the result 
when all the institutions of like character 
in the State, embracing as many thousand 
inmates, are heard from. 

The immediate cause of this comdition is 
traced directly to the enforced idleness of 
the prisoners resulting from the operation 
of the law already referred to. The law is 
similar to the provision of the State consti- 
tution of Illinois, adopted in 1886, making 
it “ unlawful for the commissioners of any 
penitentiary or other reformatory institu- 
tion . . to let by contract to any per- 
son or persons or corporations the labor of 
any convict confined within said institu- 
tion —Which provision is now made ef- 
fective by the expiration of contracts for 
the employment of convict labor in ex- 
‘istence at the time of its adoption. If like 
results follow like causes it may be autici- 
pated that the same consequences will 
ensue among the convicts in the peniten- 
tiaries of Illinois as those reported from 
New York. : 

In the laws of Illinois relating to the 
management of penal and reformatory in- 
stitutions—and, no doubt, in those of other 
States also, including New York—there are 
provisions prohibiting the employment of 
cruel modes of punishment in the treatment 
of prisoners.

The rumors, however, were 
soon exploded, The most convincing proof 
that there is room for all the banks that 
have survived the period of business de- 
pression is the fact that every national and 
State bank now doing business in this city 
is earning, according to its published state- 
ments, dividends varying from 4 to 12 per 
cent annually." There are instances in 
which this dividend was passed, but this 
action was for the purpose of strengthening 
reserves, and was in every instance an evi- 
dence of good banking. It is doubtful if 
more djvidends have been passed by banks 
than by other commercial corporations of 
a more private character. In the case of 
banks the matter becomes common knowl- 
edge and is commented on, while in the 
ease of the comparatively private industry 
the subject rarely reaches the public ear, 
and is therefore not discussed.

perience. The growing commerce of the 


prosperity in the immediate future, and the 
extent to which existing State and national 
banks sre patronized make it equally ap- 
parent that each fills its niche in the city's 
financial economy and is an essential factor 
in the city’s commercial welfare. 

To the extent of the present concentra- 


tion banking in Chicago is destined to be 


more profitable than it has been; largely 
because it is more conservatively con- 
ducted. Inflation is no longer the order of 
the day. East wind has been liberated 
from values, and it is no longer necessary 
for banks to stand back of hundred-cent 
‘loans on fifty-cent securities, writing off 
losses at the end of the year at the expense 
of profits. 
The active, banks are Gibraltars of finan- 
cial strength. Their profitable conduct will 
be because business as a whole is éstablish- 
ing itself on a more healthful plane. They 
will reflett, accurately and promptly, the 
improved business conditions.

New York Post [Dem.]: What is 
not only in Texas but in Ohio 
where else, is the spirit which was exhibited 
at the convention of the Sheriffs of Texas in 
Dallas last week. For nearly twenty years 
these county officials have held annual 
meetings, and they do not devote them. 
selves to an effort at talking without really 
saying anything or committing themselves 
to any policy. The chief subject for dis- 
cussion at the recent convention was the 
act passed by the last Legislature to 
lynching. The President of the association 
admitted that mob law had been more fre- 
quently applied during the last year than 
before, and thus forcibly emphasized the 
duty of Sheriffs in this matter: 

“ Now, Sheriffs must speak out on this 
subject. I do not believe that mobs are 
made up of the best citizens, as is frequently 
asserted. While the best class of citizens 


not engage in mobs. When a man partici. 
pates in a mob and the prisoner is killed, 
that man is guilty of murder. There ars 
cases so outrageous that they excite peo. 
ple to such an extent that, for a time, their 
passions are hard to control, but they should 
let the law take its course, Sheriffs must 
speak out, and let the people know they will 
not tolerate mob violence.“

SERPENT KILLED IN LAKE MILLS,

you published an account of a sea serpent 
seen in Lake Ripley, in this [Jefferson] 
county.

Age Last Monday; Pheught 

He Had Lost Both Mis Lege—Some

T the annual encampment ofthe New 
York State militia a week ago last 
Monday Corporal McDonnell was 
struck and instantly killed by light- 

| ning. Beside him in the tent sat 

Private Harry M.-Pringle,-who received a 

part of the shock, but was not fatally injured. 

Mr. Pringle revived and was able to tell 

how it feels to be struck by lightning. 

It ts father hard,” said Mr. Pringle,“ to 

tell just what my sensations were when I 

was struck by lightning Monday: It ali came 

so sudden that it was over beformany one 
knew what had happened. ae’ 

was sitting in the T. M. C. A. tent writ+ 
ing a letter. Corporal McDonnell, who was 
killed, sat beside me at my right hand. There. | 
had been a shower, but I don't think it was 
raining then, and there was some thunder, 
but I had seen no lightning. 

Then came that stroke of lightning. As 
well as I can tell it, there was a great crash 


“which Had been tipped back against u tent 
The other men were lying apound, 
some on the floor and some in chairs. 
I wasn't unconseious at all, as I rentem- 
ber it. I was awfully dazed and sick at my 
stomach, but I had my senses to @ certain 
extent. But I remember at first I had no 
idea that the tent had been struck by light- 
ning. -I thought at first that one ot the can- 
| non had exploded near the tent and I fel 
~sure-both my legs had been blen 
They were absolutely numb and itseemed 
to me exactly as had no legs. Then 
member I thought perhaps there had been 
some powder or dynamite around and it had 
exploded. By that time every one whecould 
was yelling for help, and the meu came run- 
ning up and took me out. „„ 
_. Began to Understand. 
Then they began to talk about lightning 
and I began to realize what had happened: 
But I couldn't believe my legs had not been 
blown off, for a while, unless IT looked at 
them. Of course all this happened very 
quickly, and as son as the men took me 
‘out of the tent they began to work over me 
and give me stimulants. So far there had 
been no sharp pain, only a dased feeling 
and this numbness in my legs and, to a leas 
extent, in my left arm. And, as I said, I felt 
sick. But as soon as the men began to rub 
my legs and I began to try and move my arm 
the pain began. It feit exactly as it does 
when your foot has been asleep a long time 
and the blood begins to come back, 

My legs and left arm were’ perfectly 
‘white. Then the blood began to get back 
and the pam was awful. It was, as I said, 
just like getting dver it when your foot is 
asleep. only it was a thousand times worse. 
That part was the worst of all. All the suf- 
fering—that is, physical pain—came ‘then. 

After a while I felt better, though I was 
+ sore and sick all that night. My left leg was 
badly burned from the knee down and the 
sole of my shoe was torn nearly off. My 
right ankle is a sere, too. 
That is about as near as I can dese 
the sensations of being struck by lightning, 
but you can't describe the effects of the. 
awful shock at the minute it happens. It is 
something terrible end I don't want-another 
such experience.“ 

Lightning Is an Uncertainty. . 


‘There have been numerous deaths from 
lightning in the last week, In some in- 
stances the electric current played peculiar 
pranks, and thus demonstrated that a bolt 
of lightning ts something beyond the knowl- 
edge of the scientist.

“MILE A MINUTE” WHEEL 


GERALD BARKER CLAIMS TO HAVE 
SOLVED THE PROBLEM. 


By an Arrangement Known as a Con- 
pound Crank, It. Is Said, a Much 
Greater Per Cent of the Power of 
Propulsion Is Utilized with Cor- 
respondingly Greater Speed—Easier 
to Ride than the Ordinary Gear— 
Slight Change in the Foot Motion. 


BICYCLE has just been completed 
by a London man which is one of the 
many promises to revolutionize the 
wheels of the world. The difference 
between this and the older machines 
is that it utilizes the entire power furnished 
by the engine of propulsion—the leg of the 
rider. For years bicycle manufacturers 
have sought some method whereby the waste 
wer could be in some measure prevented, 
ut Gerald Barker thinks he has found it.

It is asserted that by the use of the com- 
pound crank a cyclist is enabled to use at 
least a 40 per cent higher gearing without 
increasing: the stroke of the pedals or the 
pressure on them. A twenty-eight-inch 
driving-wheel is geared to 100 inches by the 
ordinary pattern chain running over a 
twenty-five-toothed sprocket-wheel and a 
seven-toothed hub-ring. The sun and planet 
wheels merely control the relative position 
of the main and secondary The 
mechanism consists of a sun wheel rigidly 
and concentrically attached to each side of 
the crank-bracket and a pair of hollow 
cranks. 
One-half of each crank incloses a sun 
wheel and the outer half incioses a planet 
wheel of the same size as the sum wheel and 


way between its center and the pitch line 
of its teeth. Each crank has half the spindle 
attached to it. This spindie is hollow and as 
each half is cut to the same skew and they 
are brought together in a bearing sleeve by 
means of a hollow tie bolt, provided with a 
conical lock nut, the two halves form a well 
supported scarfed spindle. Keys and cotters 
are dispensed with and an unusually wide 
erank bracket bearing is provided, the ball 
races being more than four and one-half 
inches apart. The chain line is brought

Sun and Planet Wheel. 

The planet-wheel bearings each consist of 
a single ball-race of about four and one-half 
inches in diameter, and the al pin makes 
its circuit within this bali-race. All the 
bearings are cup adjusting, and are pro- 
vided with simple and efficient-looking de- 
vices. On roadster machines dust-caps are 
fitted to the inner faces of the cranks, so 
that the sun and planet wheels are entirely 
cased in. Should it become necessary to 
remove the pedals, casings, cranks, or 
planet-wheels the nuts and screws are eas- 
fly accessible. 

The foot motion is only slightly different 
from the circular motion now in vogue, and 
is by no means unpleasant. These com- 
pound cranks add somewhat to the weight 
of a bicycle, but the inventor claims that the 
power gained more than compensates for 
the added weight. This ingenious mechan- 
ism is about to be fitted to a number of rac- 
ing machines, and the results of the trial 
will be awaited with interest.

members of the National Racing board, will

They have notified the Executive committee 
to that effect. 
here, and it is also possible that Doty of 
Colorado, the only member of the board 
who has not yet signified his intention of 
coming, will also be here. The presence at. 
the coming meet of the entire Racing board 
is an evidence of the great interest that is 
being taken in the event in all sections of the 
country.

before there can be not the slightest doubt. 


The races will be bitterly fought to the close 
and men will be seen in the closest embrace 
as they fly over the tape.

Cooper, Gardiner, Kiser, Cabanne, Johnson, 
Loughead, Tom Butler, Mertens, and a 
score more, there is the bitterest rivalry. 
New men are springing up from day to day 
who are bound to cut some figure in the 
great struggle, men who have hitherto not 
been counted in the running at all 

Bald never was in better shape for a strug- 
gle than at the present time. He has been 
taking the best care of himself ever since 
the finish of last season. His habits have 
been of the best and the old, careless way 
has entirely left the man. He is the Bald 
of 1895, and when the man is right he is a 
most likely factor in every race. 84 

Bald Against Cooper. 

Retween Bald and Cooper it is but a ques- 
tion of inches, anyway. Cooper is as fit asa 
fiddle and is determined to repeat his dose 
of last season, if that is possible. Cooper 
‘won three of the championships of '96 and 
wants to duplicate. This season will see his 
fight a much harder one than last season, 
and he is prepared for it. His fall at Port 
Huron two weeks ago will not have any 
effect on him and he will be most careful in 
the future that he may enter the race fit as 
possible. At Racine, with the memory of his 
eight defeats in eleven starts along the New 
York circuit at the hands of Bald, Cooper 
rode grandly, as he did at the Springfield 
meet previous. During the trying times in 
June he was never discouraged, and at the 
present time be is more confident than ever. 

But Bald and Cooper are not the only ones, 
for there is Gardiner of Chicago, who is 
hardly the man this year that he was last, 


and who is determined to have a finger in 


the pie at the Philadelphia meet. Gardiner 
has lacked an object in former seasons. 
Careless in his work and riding but for the 
sport of it, he cared not for defeat and paid 
little attention from day to day to his con- 
ditioning. Gardiner was the steadlest of all 
of the circuit chasers last season. He rode 
at every meet from June 5 to October and 
never laid off, in condition or out of condi- 
tion. In this way he jost many races and 
injured both his reputation and his condi- 
tion. This season he is caring for himself 
in the right manner, and his great victories 


at Chicago and fine riding elsewhere lead to 


the prediction that Ohicago’s pride will be 
a most important factor in the Philadelphia 
races. 

Earl Kiser was the hero of the hour at the 
start of the season. The Dayton lad was 
hailed as the champion of the season after 
his great performances at Waltham, Phila- 
delphia, Manhattan Beach, and in the great 
three-cornered match race at Philadelphia. 
But Kiser suffered a setback at Springfield, 
and was unable to ride owing to sickness at 
Racine. He lost to Gardiner at Dayton and 
had a fall there. Kiser is a rider. Of that 
there can be little doubt. He is hardly a 
circuit-chaser, however, and it is probable 
Tom Eck has seen this, and has been saving 
him for the championships, in which it may 
be put down that the Dayton man is going 
to figure extensively. | 

Kiser’s record to the present time against 
Bala, Cooper, Gardiner, and other big men 
is leading the procession. but had he gone 
through the hard work that Bald and 
Cooper passed through along the New York 
circuit, had he suffered defeat as did Cooper 
along the New York circuit, and had he 
continued without a break after the June 
racing, the hardest racing men were ever 
called upon to go through, it is doubtful if 
his record would be as fine as it is at the 
present time.

Tom Butler entered the circuit last sea- 
son when he made his début in the national 
championships.

Butler was a meteor in the 
racing field, and Uke a meteor he dropped 
out of sight as quickly as one of those 
heavenly vagrants.

MRS. HARRIET WHITE GIVES VALUA- 
BLE HINTS TO CYCLISTs,.

She Is the Only Woman Who Suc-

RS. HARRIET WHITH, the only

| much less tired at the end of the double 
century the other day if I had worn a more 
rational costume. As to shoes, I wear the 
ordinary bicycle shoes, not boots, which I 
lace high above the ankle. I have worn low 
shoes, but the higher ones are much better 
adapted for long distance riding. They 
should be laced tightly all the way to the 
top. I find they tend to brace the 
while at the same time they give free play. 
In long distance riding I always use a dia- 
mond frame. I would not attempt a long 
ride on a drop frame; I Should be afraid 1 
should never get to the end ot it. A man's 
wheel naturally has more rigidity than the 
woman's wheel, and can stand more hard 
usage. I use a regular road wheel. The 
racing wheels, though lighter and perhaps 
easier running, are much too filmsy for the 
wear and tear of a century run. I never 
bother, besides, with cheap wheels. I use a 
twenty-two-inch frame, geared to seventy- 
two.

WHITE'S REMARKABLE ENERGY. 


Ferce Expended in Riding 200 Miles 
if Concentrated Would Propel Fir- 
ty Cable Cars Two Miles. 


Mrs. Harriet White, who survived the dou- 
ble century run of the Manhattan Wheel- 
men last week, must hereafter be considered 
the pluckiest and most skillful long-distance 


woman rider in the country. The run,which

nearly died, yet he made a proud record for 
himself. So brilliant was this record that it 
was predicted ‘that the man would be one of 
the top-notchers this season. He has thus 
far shown only meteoric splendor in spots, 
but is rounding into shape. Once in condi- 
tion, and this condition may come before the 
national meet, the man will prove a factor in 
the contests of the season. 

Owen Kimble, another comer in last sea- 
son’s field, had his career checked this spring 
by a fall on the Michigan circuit, when he 
broke his collarbone in three places. The 
Louisville man is timid yet, but is gaining 
confidence day by day. He may or may not 
make a record for himself at the national 
meet, but later in the season his name will 
be prominently mentioned in the summaries. 


Cabanne Out for Honors. 

L. D. Cabanne of St. Louis did not make a 
brilliant starting, but his finish may make 
up for his many defeats of June. Cabanre 
is a determined man. He is a born athlete 
and as such is not given to discouragement 
when off condition and beaten. He has been 


some time and his whereabouts have been 
a puzzle to the men. Cabanne is after na- 
tional championship hanors and may bring 
about a surprise’ party when the great con- 
tests are run. The man is a rider. He was 
a rider in the days previous to his trouble 
wifi the Racing board, and it is his own 
claim that the speed is there yet, if only 
brought to the surface by careful work. The 
St. Louis man started training late, it was 
very near the. first of June, and is thus two 
months back of his fellows in this respect. 

John S. Johnson is another unknown 
quantity. Johnson suffered also at the 
hands of the Racing board and he suffered 
from an unkind providence, which laid hin: 
at death's door just as he was about to start 
for California to do his spring training. He 
is also back of the others as far as condi- 
tioning goes and is training carefully that 
he may regain honors lost when the national] 
championships shail occur. Johnson suf- 
fered again when he rode in his first race 
after his reinstatement, and suffered keenly 
from a serious fall. Johnson, like Cabanne, 
is a rider, and must be for the present an 
unknown quantity in the championship 
hunt. 

“Zimmy ” McFarland’s Chances. 

F. A. McFarland, the lanky Californian 
whose resemblance of the great Zimmerman 
has often been noted, is a comer in the racing 
this season, and is coming nicely in the 
scratch events. A man never discouraged 
by defeats and always ready for a hard race, 
the harder and more often the better, the 
man must also be considered in figuring 
upon the season. McFarland is determined 
to go into the champfonships and he is de- 
termined to do his best, all of which means 
a great deal with him. 

Orlando Stevens, the Iowa sprinter and 
holder of the unpaced quarter and third 
mile records, has shown so prominently of 
late that his name is figured along with the 
good men in any contest, and his place 1s at 
scratch in handicap races along with Mc- 
Farland, Bald, and others. Stevens is a 
race winner and a head worker in any race. 
He is not the man the present season that 
he was last season, but is a careful condi- 
tioner and a steady worker all the time, all 
of which counts for much. 

C. R. Newton of Thread City, the ex-ama- 
teur of the Néw England district, is still an- 
other, and there may be more, who by the 
time of the championships may have a say 
so in the game. With so many great riders 
the national championships of 97 will form 
an important chapter in cycling.

| that I do not ride on the boulevard, which 
is convenient to my home. 

I do not ride any regular distance each day 
In these daily runs, however, I always 
ride at a good, steady pace, and never par- 
ticipate in racing. This, I suppose, tends 
to harden my muscles and generally pre- 
pare my constitution for the strain of long 
rides. 

I fepl better on my bicycle than at any 
other time. And I am thoroughly at home 
on my wheel. I have often noticed when 1 
am very tired or when I have had a fall 
that if I can stand on my feet I can ride my 
wheel. During the double century run the 
other day I had a very bad fall, and my 
shoulder pained me so badly I could hardly 
stand, but when I found myself in the 
saddle I felt that I was good for another 
hundred miles. 

I believe that Iam an unusually cautious 
rider. It is probably due to this, I think, 
that I have had so few accidents which are 
worth mentioning in all my riding. 


She Never Coasts. 
It is one of my rules, for Instance, never to

coast. I would rather climb a hill than ride 
down one. I seldom, if ever, dismount in 
climbing a hill, but when I once reach the 
top I always get off and lead my wheel down. 
It depends somewhat, to be sure, on the 
grade of the hill, but if the wheel goes atall 
fast I dismount. My friends say they can 
always lose me in going down a hill, but that 
I can catch any of them in going up the next 
one. The fact is I have a horror of my 
wheel getting beyond my control, Many 
very serious accidents are constantly occur- 
ring in this way. 

The secret of long distance riding, I should 
say, is not to ride teo fast. A great many 
riders. who start out on long runs fall out 
because they fail to maintain an even speed, 
and wear themselves out early in the run. 
I seldom ride during a long run faster than 
ten miles ah hour. When I am out riding 
for pleasure I usually spin along at about 
the rate of fifteen miles an hour, and some- 
times I increase this pace to eighteen miles, 
but never more than this. As one increases 
his speed the opportunity for accidents of 
every kind increases rapidly. The chances 
of one’s tire being punctured, besides, are 
greater in fast riding, because one naturally 
has less time to look out for rough pieces 
of road and to avoid them: The only time 
that I ever scorch is when climbing a hill. 


can. 
. The position of the saddle and handlebars 


is of course a matter which all must decide 
for themselves. I have found that in long 
distance riding the easiest position for me is 
to have the saddle on a line with the handle- 


. 


inches below. I have no liking for the ex- 
treme positions one often sees. In the long 
run they would tire one badly. Another cb- 
jection is that they don’t allow the rider to 
change his position readily. I find that I 
shift about a great deal in the course of a 
long ride. With the saddle and handlebars 
in the position I adjust them to it is possible 
to change to several different positions. In 
this way one can transfer the weight of the 
body to an entirely different set of muscles. 
It is surprising how much you can rest 
yourself in this way. 
Simple Costume Best. 

The costume is also a very important con- 
sideration in long distance riding. The sim- 
plest costume is the best. I have been in 
the habit until this year of wearing bloom- 
ers. I think they are altogether the most 
rational bicycle costume yet devised. I 
abandoned them merely because they at- 
tracted so much attention. This year lam 


: wearing divided skirts, but I do not like 


them nearly as well. They take up too much 
room and present so much surface for the 
wind.* In other words, I carry too much 


sail. I am sure that I should have been 


and then I lay over my handlebars as far as 


bars—that is, with the top ot the handlebars. 
The grips themselves, of course, drop a few. 


1 ride a great deal. A day seldom passes. 


lasted for nearly twenty-two hours, was 
made in spite of almost every obstacle which 
intense heat, bad weather, and bad roads 
could offer. 

The average cyclist, whose experience is 
limited to short runs on the boulevard and 
other asphalted streets, can scarcely realize 
how -great an effort a double century run 
really is. The amount of energy required 
to ride this distance, when expressed in fig- 

ures, seems almost incredible. 

If Mrs. White, instead of riding her double 
century, of which she is justiy proud, had 
staid at home and expended the same 
amount of energy in carrying ou her house- 
hold duties she would have been surprised 
at the result. The energy required to pro- 
pel her wheel over this distance may be cal- 
culated pretty closely. Mrs. White weighs 
120 pounds, and her wheel, which was 
geared at seventy-two, weighs a trifie more 
than twenty pounds. It may be calculated 
from this data that a power of more than 
6,000,000 pounds of energy, or about 200 
horse-power, was required to propel the 
wheel and its rider over the course of the 
race. 

It will be interesting, for example, to know 
how much sewing could have been done were 
it possible to expend all this energy in run- 
ning a sewing machine. A force of two 
pounds exerted on the pedal of a well-olled, 
smoothly running sewing machine will run 
the needle over a piece of cloth for a distance 
of about one foot. If all the power Mrs. 
White exerted during the ride could be 
stored up and made to run a sewing ma- 
chine it would hem a piece of muslin about 
‘8,000,000 feet, or nearly 600 miles long, which 
is the distance between New York and 
Charlestown. 

The same amount of energy, if used to pro- 
pel a baby, carriage, would provide outings 
enough to last a baby for a long time. A 
simple calculation will show that a baby 
carriage weighing ten pounds, holding a 
baby which weighs about twelve pounds 
more, if run very smoothly, can be pro- 
pelled nearly 1,000 miles by 200 horse-power, 
or from New York to Chicago. 

The same amount of work, if expended in 
churning, would yield about sixty tons of 
butter. Or if Mrs. White had 5 the same 
amount of work in pushing a carpet-sweeper 
she could have swept.more than 500,000 

are feet. 
“She could also have ftroned, without being 
any more tired, a strip of muslin one foot 
e and 420 miles long. 
Wie on the other hand, she had preferred 
shopping to household work, she might, 
with the same expenditure of energy, have 
walked the length of some seventy miles of 
ounters. 
3 surprising feat of all, however, 
would be the work which this same amount 
of energy would have accomplished in pro- 
pelling Broadway cable cars. A line of fifty 
of these cars might have been propelled at

almost their accustomed speed from the 
city hall to Madison Square, a distance of 


about two miles. 


New Bicycle Improvements. 

A new idea in bicycle bells that will surely 
give a loud alarm is composed of three hells 
mounted on the handlebar, with three ham- 
mers, all operated by one lever, the 
bells being tuned to sound like a chime. 


For use as a trainer and teacher a simple 
device now coming into use has a frame to 
rest on the floor holding two parallel rollers 
for the back wheel to rest on and one for the 
front wheel, the bicycle being braced or bal- 
anced by the rider as desired, the front roller 
being attached to the inside back one bya 


revolve for steering and balancing. 


To prevent the balls from dropping out of 
the bearings when the wheel is taken apart 
& new device has a metal washer which 
locks into the outside of the cup and projects 
out far enough to hold the balls in place with- 
out interfering with the cones on the shaft. 


For long distance of long time rides a 
drinking device is to be attached io the 
wheel, consisting of a reservoir to hold the 
water, with a flexible tube fastened to a 
frame over the handlebar extending into the 
reservoir, thus making it unnecessary for 
the rider to dismount when thirsty. 


Two bicycles can be solidly coupled to- 
gether by a newly patented coupler con- 
sisting of three X braces. one set being at- 


tached to the rear hubs and the lower braces 


of the wheels near the crank shafts, a sec- 
ond from the back upfight braces near the 
top to the heads, and the third set across the 
heads of the machines. 


A newly patented driving mechanism for 
bicycles is formed of two L-shaped mem- 
bers attached at the bend of the L te the 
bottom braces of the frame just back of the 
crank shaft, the pedals being mounted in 
the long end and a bar running from the 
short end to a shortened crank, thus per- 
mitting an up-and-down motion of the ped- 
als and imparting greater force to the 
sprocket wheel. 


The difficulty often attending the location 
of minute leaks in pneumatic tires is ob- 
viated by an Australian method which con- 
sists in placing the tire in a case of woven 
wire to support the tube, which is then in- 
flated and dipped into water, the air bubbles 


j at once showing the position of the leak. 


A Jerseyman proposes to avoid the annoy- 
ance and delay caused by broken spokes by 
securing the ends of the spokes in removable 
slotted lugs in the rim so that a new one 
may be inserted in a moment. : 


A philanthropic Jersey wheelman has in- 
vented an apparatus for towing a crippled 
bicycle, which is done by means of an ap- 
pliance detachably secured to the frame of 
one machine and carrying an automatically 
winding towline, which is attached to the 
disabled craft. | 


A Texan has invented a bicycle attach- 
ment consisting of two frames, which are 
60 arranged as to form a t rest when 
coasting, to hold the machine in a vertical 
position when not in use, and which may ve 
locked securely to prevent the vehicle from 
being stolen. 


In a new bicycle tire an Inflating tube con- 
tains a series of elastic bags, and in case one 
is punctured the others expand so that no 
stoppage is necessary. 


JACKSON STREET I$ NEARLY DONE 


New Connecting Boulevard of West 
and South Parks Is Being Rap- 
idly Finished and Is Liked. 


The boulevarding of Jackson street is pro- 
gressing most rapidly and satisfactorily, and 


“ning to appreciate the benefits of the im- 

provement. La Salle street has been nearly 
reached by the completed driveway, and two 
weeks more are expected to see the end of the 
paving operations. As fast as each block 
is finished it is turned over to traffic, and al- 
ready the street is ju constant use from 
Michigan avenue to Clark street. 

The government property at the old Post- 
office site proved something of a stumbling 
block to the projected improvement, as 
trouble was met in trying to get Uncle Sam 
to pay his share of the assessment for his 
frontage on Jackson street. But. although 
this has not yet been settled it was not al- 
lowed to delay the work. The South Park 
commissioners entered into an agreement 
with the Union League club across the way 
from the government property regarding 
the expenses, and the asphalt was put down 
there in its regular turn.

His Companion in Adventure Writes 
the Story of Success and Downfall 
ot the Silver King—How He Gained 
Great Riches and Lost Two Sweet-~- 
hearts—Was a Government Scout— 
His Money Proves the Source of His 
Greatest Sorrow. 


WO women at different times changed 
the current of the life of N. C. Creede, 
the romantic lover, government scout, 
prospecting miner, multi-millionaire, 
silver king, founder of a city, public 

benefactor, and last of all- the suicide. 
Creede’s wife left him last January, agree- 
ing to a permanent separation, promising 
never to see him again. One week ago last 
Tuesday, after importuning letters, she 
returned to the home of her millionaire 
husband, begging, beseeching, and implor- 
ing, and he, more kind to her than himself, 
yielded, and then took his own life. Creede 
had obtained everything a man could desire 
except Professor Henry Drummond's sum- 


mum bonum of love-contentment.”’ 


When Creede was 21 a young woman's 
scorn of his youthful affection drove him 
from home, made him change his name, and 
sent him roaming over the wild West, seek- 


ing adventure and balm for his wounded . 


feelings. 

After twenty years’ wandering his cup of 
happiness seemed filled to overflowing. He 
realized his life's dream—great riches. Then 
he found that money brought, instead of 
happiness, the bitter dregs ot discontent, 
ambition, unrest. The cup from which he 
had quaffed unstinted drafts of love and 
happiness turned to gall and wormwood, 
and a draft of morphine last Tuesday was 
the dire result of his last attachment. 


Last American Silver King. 
Creede was the latest, and perhaps the 
last, of the typical American silver kings. 
Ilitmitable wealth still hidden in the Rocky 


.Mountains will make millionaires of discov- 


erers yet unborn, but they will not be of the 
old school bonanza kings. Only Mackay 
survives of the original Big Four.“ Creede 
was their only successor. No ordinary life 
in any sense of the word was his. 

He was full of sentiment and fine feeling 
as generous as he was brave, as sensitive as 
he was rough. His pride was shown when he 
was 21, when both he and his brother were 
suitors for the same young woman’s hand 
at Leon, Ia. His brother won the bride, who 
scorned “ Nick,“ whereupon * Nick,“ whose 
real name was William C. Harvey, changed 
his name to N. C. Creede and departed for 
the wild West, never to return to the pa- 
ternal roof. 

In 1861 he joined the union army, first in 
the Quartermaster’s department and then 
He was a leader of the friendly 
Pawnee Indians, who were enlisted by the 
government as scouts against the hostile 
Sioux, and campaigned all over Nebraska, 
Wyoming, Dakota, and Colorado. 

Many heroic tales are told by Major Frank

ent to Mining Camps. 

When the difficulties with the Sioux were 
settled Creede moved to the exciting mining 
camps of Colorado. He had never sent a 
message home. He was mourned as dead, 
for the only words of him his family had ever 
had were from an old friend who met him 
accidentally at Cheyenne, Wyo., where 
Creede, in passing, said that he was “ fight- 
ing the Indians for the government.” No 
other word came and he was believed to be 


dead. 


From 1870 to 1873 Creede was prospecting 
in southern Colorado and New Mexico. He 
drifted here and there, but being unskilled 
in testing ores} and minerals made little 
headway. His 
of 1879. He had become an expert pros- 
pector by years of misfortune and hard 
luck. He found in a then unknown mining 
district near Salida, Colo., the Monarch 
mine. He soon sold it for $5,000 cash—more 
money than he had ever seen in his life at 
one time. He then did what nearly all suc- 
cessful prospectors do when they have made 
a stake—he had a good time in the most 
approved or unapproved way. For this pur- 
pose Creede went to Del Norte, the liveliest 
sporting town in all southwest Colorado— 
Senator Tom Bowen's town. 


Creede Meets “ Kitty.” 

There Creede met his fate—the cause of 
all his happiness, his joy, his pride; his 
wretchedness, his downfall, his shame—his 
Kitty.“ It matters not where he met 
“ Kitty.” It is of no consequence what ger 
other name was. If she did have one, none 
of the boys knew it. They knew her as 
Kitty,“ and Blond Kitty,” to distin- 
guish her from a large brunette bearing the 
same name. | 

In a few days it leaked out that the new 
man from the latest strike’’ near Salida 
had staked a nicely furnished cabin with 
three rooms, and that Kitty was there, 
spending his money like a Princess, The 
$5,000 didn't last long—not so long as her 
love, for she became very much attached 
to him. Creede soon had nothing left but 
his sweetheart. 

The old-timer in Del Norte loves to tell 
about Kitty's fidelity—how she was tempt- 
ed by many old friends and new discover- 
ers and resisted them all, even when Creede 
was again making long and vain trips into 
the surrounding hills and mountains in 
search of a new bonanza. Kitty’s old lov- 
ers, in her husband's absence, used to im- 
portune her to “see the sights just once 
more,” and to be a good fellow and to 
“take in the town.” Their taunts and de- 
rision never made her waver. She was 
firmer in her resolution than ever and 
truer to Creede. 


Faithful to Her Love. 

It was not a month wor a few months, but 
years that she withstood all temptation, true 
to her lover, and the dictation of her wom- 
anly heart. For months and months she 
was alone. Her loneliness weighed heavily 
upon her. She and Creede were growing old 


together. They were traveling the same 


road, happy and content in the possession of 
each other. She loved him all the more in 
his absence. When he reached home after 


‘petting her as only a strong, devoted lover 


could, he said: 

Little girl, you've always wanted me to 
marry you—no, you never said so in just so 
many words, I know. You're a good deal 
better than I am. A marriage ceremony 
doesn’t count for much in this wild country, 
but you just wait until I strike it rich again. 
We'll go away where no one will know us. 
I'll marry you. We will live for each other, 
you and I, and let the world roll on as it 
pleases; I'll still be- your sweetheart and 
you'll be mine.“ 

Creede repeated this years after as a rea- 
son for something he was going to do. 

But fortune was slow in favoring Creede 
then. When he was without credit or money 
when his fortune was at its lowest ebb, eight 
years ago, he was “grub staked” by a 
butcher in Del Norte—Ralph Granger. 

Returned Big Dividends. 

One day Creede appeared at the butcher 
shop more disconsolate and down in the 
mouth than ever. He told Granger that he 
was dead broke—didn’t have a cent. He 
said: I want you to let me have §50, Ralph. 
I'll pay you back some time.“ 

Granger said to Creede: “I'll tell you 
what I'll do, Nick. I haven't got $50, but 
I have got a good standoff over at Asa Mid- 
daugh’s big store. I'll stand him up for $50 
worth of grub and fix you out with some stuff 
from my shop and we'll go in halvers. I 
believe, Nick, you're all right.“ 

Asa Middaugh is the President of the old- 
est bank and has the largest store in Del 
Norte today, as he had then. 

Granger borrowed a couple of pack mules 
or burros, loaded them with $60 worth of 
provisions, put on an extra side of bacon 
and a couple of extra hams from his own 
shop, and Creede, strapping on his revolver, 
shouldered his rifle and went to seek his 
fortune for the fiftieth time. 

Waited Long for Him. 

Kitty waited and waited. It seemed an 
age. She was very lonesome. Who knows 
how she suffered, for there was 
soclety in Del Norte? They did not ex- 
change calls with Mrs. Creede.” How 
great her temptations were to return to her 
gay companions after months and months 
of dreary waiting for her lover none will 
ever know.

der came. Just as she was in despair, almost 
without hope, Creede appeared. It needed 
no speech, no words to tell her that he had 
“struck it.“ and struck it rich.“ He not 
only had struck one bonanza, but three. 
One of his “finds” is today the greatest 
silver mine in Colorado. He told her that 
their days of poverty and worry were now 
over forever. Creede was then 46, while 
Kitty was eleven years his junior. 

Upon leaving Del Norte Creede had gone 
up the Rio Grande about forty miles till he 
came to a little stream emptying into it 
known as Willow Creek. He followed it up 
the mountains. Near the summit, whence 
Creede could look down hundreds of feet into 
a yawning chasm, one of his mule’s feet 
slipped, and Creede nearly fell into the 
terrible abyss. Recovering from his 
fright he stooped down and began examin- 
ing the rock which the burro had = jarred 
loose in slipping. He found that it was the 
purest amethyst quartz, and contained 
more native silver than he had ever seen or 
heard of for the size of the rock.

For the year that the boom lasted, 1891-92, 
there never has been as great.an excitement 
or so impetuous a rush of people to any 
mining camp. In less than eighteen months 
there was a flourishing city of 20,000 in- 
habitants, electric lights, Pullman cars, 
hacks, theaters, music halls, 100-room 
hotels, restaurants comparing favorably 
with Broadway restaurants in service and 
price—in short, Creede had all the equip- 
ments and accoutrements of a large city, 
while the saloons and gambling places were 
numberiess; and Cy Warman sted, as 
proprietor and editor of the Creede Daily 
Chronicle, that “ he set up more type than 
any Denver paper, and that the Chronicle 
was the only daily on earth that had an 
editorial first column in poetry for every 
issue,“ and he described Creede in verse, 
saying: It's day all day in the daytime, 
and there is no night in Creede.”

Z. Dixon, 
who only recently moved from Denver to 
New York, and has purchased a magnificent 
country place at Dunellen, which he reaches 
every night from his Wall street office. But 
the most fortunate of all is Ralph Granger, 
formerly butcher in the small town of Del 
Norte, now a millionaire living at ease in 
Sacramento, a director in one national bank 
there and another in San Francisco, all as 
a result of lending Creede $50 worth of credit 
in his hour of need.

Due to Creede’s Eccentricity. 

It must not be supposed that Mrs. Creede 
is to be blamed. Creede was eccentric. She 
was more “natural” than he. For in- 
stance, he read a pitiful account in a news- 
paper of Miss Edith Walters Walker, an 
actress, who was in great distress. Creede 
was much touched and visited her. Creede 
insisted’ upon adopting her, infant baby 
against the protests of his wife, altfough 
he had never seen or heard of Mrs. Walker 
before she landed in Frisco from Australia, 
The child was only 2 years old when Creede 
adopted ft. It is now in the care of Mr. 
Creede’s friends at Escondido, Cal. 

Mrs. Creede insisted on city life, so a few 
years ago he purchased a handsome prop- 
erty on South Pearl street, San Francisco, 
but their lives seefh to have drifted apart 


ever since riches came to them. 


On the 4th of January Creede called his 
wife to him and said: “I wish you would 
leave me for good, we cannot agree. It is 
better to part. You have your own property, 
stocks and bonds. I'll give you $20,000 more 
in cash to leave me and never show up 
again.” 


Accepted the Proposal. 

Mrs. Creede said: “I'll think it over to- 
night.” She did and accepted it. But her 
longing to see Creede was too great, so a 
week ago last Tuesday, after many impor- 
tuning letters, she returned from Georgia, 
coaxed, pleaded, and finally demanded of 
Mr. Creede a reconciliation. He consented, 
and the next morning was found dead in his 
summer-house in the grounds of his beau- 
tiful palace at Los Angeles. A bottle of 
morphine lay on the floor under his hand, 
half empty. 

One of Creede’s virtues was his un- 
assuming modesty. He refused a umani- 
mous nomination for Mayor of Creede. He 
wrote to a legislative committee request- 
ing it to choose Mineral” instead of 
“ Creede”’ as the name of the new county 
in Colorado which he founded. The only 
public meeting he is known to have ad- 
dressed was in Creede, when all the inhab- 
itants of the district met to vote upon the 
name of the new town. Creede made a 
speech about one minute in length in which 
he asked the people to vote for the euphoni- 
ous name of Jimtown, which the majority 
did. So the Colorado maps now call it Jim- 
town. The United States Government gave 
the name Amethyst to the postoffice, while 
all Colorado and the world at large call the 
town Creede. I have seen many letters di- 
rected “ Jimtown, Amethyst P.-O., Creede, 
Mineral County, Colo.“

QUEER IDEAS OF AFRICA. 


SIR N. N. JOHNSTON'S NEW BOOK cox- 
TAINS SURPRISING DEDUCTIONS, 


Conservative Writer Who Extends the 
Darwinian Theory to Include a 
Return of Man to the Brute—Fair- 
man Ordish’s New Volume, “ Shaks- 
peare’s London,” Is Fall of Interest 
~Describes the English Capital in 
the Days of the Bard of Avon. 


‘TILL another book of Africa, and all 
coming in the dog days! This new 
one has been long expected, and will 
be published by Edward Arnold as 
soon as it is released from the custom 

house, where it now lies. I refer to Sir 
Harry H. Johnston's British Central Af- 
rica,” a book announced certainly a year or 
more ago. There is a good deal in this book 
that is more interesting to English than to 
American readers, but there are some things 
that are of equal interest on both sides of 
the Atlantic. Sir Harry not only believes 
in the Darwinian theory of the descent of 
man from the ape, but he believes in the re- 
turn of man to the brute! In a Pickwickian 
sense there are many of us who have the 
same belief when we read about certain 
atrocities practiced by men, but there are 
few of us who really think that even the 
native African will degenerate into apes. 
In some parts of Africa he believes that 
this has actually been done. What is more, 
he seriously asserts that had Africa been 
cut off from the first immigration of the Arab 
and the European its purely negro inhabit- 
ants would have reverted to apes. The 
great apes that have recently appeared in 
the forests of western Africa he makes no 
doubt have seen better days; in other words, 
that they are degraded types of the black 
man. If Sir Harry Johnston was anything 
of a sensationalist one would only smile, or 
frown, according to his humor, at such sen- 
sational utterances, but he is a scientific, 
serious minded man. : 


Drawbacks to English Colonization. 


Sir Harry (why will they baptize children 
Harry in England?) is a careful writer and 
‘he is often a brilliant writer, going from 
subject to subject with the ease of a daily 
journalist, showing at the same time a pro- 
found knowledge of each. His style is also 
diversified. For one moment he deals boldly 
in hard political or scientific facts, while 
the next he is painting little word pictures 
| quite worthy of a poet. 

He does not hesitate to show up the draw- | 
backs to British colonization of this portion 
of central Africa, the chief being the black 
water fever, a third attack of which few 
men survive. The British will go there, of 
course; too much is to be gained by their 
going for even the chance of pestilence keep- 
ing them out, but they will never rival the 
Blacks in numbers. Sir H , believing in 
fair play to the black man, does not 
altogether admire the type of missionary 
which is still to be found humbugging the 
gentle savage as well as the people at home. 
He is oppesed to slavery, and his adminis- 
tration never acknowledged its right. It 
was only in exceptional cases that he re- 
turned a runaway slave. Altogether this 
is a most important book on what would 
seem to be an inexhaustible subject. 


Writes of “ Shakspeare’s London.” 

There aré few if any American books being 
published at present—I mean books by Amer- 
tan authors, The only explanation for this 
would seem to be that English publishers 
held back their publications until after the 
jubilee, while we hurried ours out as long 
before the day as possible. 

A book good for any season is Shaks- 
peare’s London,“ which the Macmillan com- 
pany is about to publish. It is written by 
Mr. Fairman Ordish, who has studied his 
subject with all the enthusiasm of a real 
Shakspearean devotee. He tells us in his 
preface that the objective point of these 
studies has been the London environment 
of our great poet—the conditions by which 
he was surrounded during the productive 
period of his Ute.“ To show that he is not 
the only enthusiast on the subject he quotes 
from Mr. William Archer, who in the course 
of an article in the Universal Review says 
that he would give a year of his life if he 
could be placed among the audience at the 
Globe Theater in or about the year 1600, 
with liberty to run around between the acts 
and interview the author-actor-manager, 
Master Shakspeare, in his tiring room.” 
There are a good many of us who would go 
farther than Mr. Archer and give two years 
of our Ives to have had a heart-to-heart 
talk with the immortal bard, but as we 
have not the power to give away years from 
our lives and as we would not gafn the de- 
sired boon even if we had we must content 
ourselves by following in the footprints of 
Shakspeare through London, with Mr. Or- 
— as our guide. To quote from this au- 

or: 

London in Early Days. 

“It follows that life in Shakspeare’s Lon- 
don was not the distinctive town life which 
we associate with the London of today. A 
young man from a provincial town, used to 
rural sights and sounds, endowed with the 
love of nature, would not pine for the green 
fields at home; he would take a walk into 
the country. He would find a forest of Ar- 
den on the heights of Hampstead and Hizh- 
+ gate; he could take part in a sheep shearing 
celebration at even a less distance. As he 
‘walked through the city on business bent 
a flock of wild duck or teal might wing over 
his head with outstretched necks, taking 
flight from the marshes on the north of the 
city, to the river or marshes on the south 
between Paris Garden and Lambeth. One 
of the most delightful features of the city 
iteelf, the city within the walls, was the 
spacious garden attached to most of the 
ancient houses; these gardens were well 
stocked with fruit trees and with flower- 
beds, cultivated for ‘ garnishing the cham- 
bers ot the citizens’ dwellings. The citfzen 
in his warehouse or living-room could hear 
the note of the piratical blackbird among 
his fruit, or the song of the thrush, or the 
linnet’s pretty warble. If Shakspeare had 
his lodging in the precinct of St. Helen’s, 
Bishopsgate, he would doubtless hear the 
cuckoo. 

When daisies pied and violets blue, 
And lady-smocks all silver-white, 
And cuckoo-buds of yellow hue 
Do pajnt the meadows with delight. 

Mr. Ordish believes that Shakspeare could 
observe nature as well in London in 1600 as 
in his native Stratford: 5 

The habit of loving observation of nature 
and her ways was not checked by Shaks- 

s removal from Stratford to London. 

t happened that, with the quickening of his 
intellectual life in the metropolis, his oppor- 
tunities of nature study were hardly less 
than they would have been had he abode in 
Warwickshire; and there can be no doubt 
that his coming to London developed his 
general powers of observation, as his calling 
constantly exercised his gift of expression. 
A grasp of these conditions alters the cus- 
tomary point of view with regard to Shaks- 
peare. Hitherto the poet has been placed, 
in the imagination of his devotees, in the 
meads and lanes of Warwickshire, along

at my trade of carpentering in the old coun- 
try, and again in this, for eight years; now 
] work no more. I draw instead. Why? 
Because I like it, and for a little exercise. 
Shall I be an artist? Yes, some day. I 
em learning much now, and I am not so 
very old.“ 

The drawings made by this ambitious 
old-young man are pronounced indicative 
of real talent, crude though they are, and 
they are the more remarkable because their 
maker has never received the slightest in- 
struction in drawing, having acquired all 


ing the work of the regular artists in the 
gallerfes of the Institute, J. H. Thomp- 
son, the first rd who was placed on 
duty in the Art Institute, and who has pa- 
trolled the building for over six years, says 
that he first noticed Jacobs about two years 
before the old building was deserted. At 
that time, however, the embryo artist did 
not attempt to draw; he contented himself 
with merely studying the pictures carefully, 
invariably selecting those which possessed 
real merit, and later began to watch the 
efforts of the pupils of the school. 

From this he gradually passed to imitating 
them, with the.result that he has acquired 
all the mannerisms peculiar to the young 
student of art with a capital A, and studies, 
measures, tilts his head, and paces to and 
fro in front of the picture of his choice with 
all the absorbed enthusiasm of a first year 
student. This peculiarity is also noticeable 


as he sits at work. 


When first Mr. Jacobs began to draw his 
unlearned brain and unskilled fingers pro- 
duced poagr results. A couple of dots sufficed 
for the eyes of a portrait at that time, and 


fingers were represented by mere scratches 


of the abbreviated pencil. At the present 
time he can turn out quite a creditable 
copy of a given face or figure—he invariably 
selecting subjects of this kind— and is fre- 
quently the center of a crowd of interested 
spectators, drawn together by the unusual 
sight of a poorly dressed and plain-looking 
man engaged in working away before a Rem- 
brandt or a Van Vedder, with the back of 
a box as drawing board or easel and a 
bundle of drawings beside him as the result 
of his day's work. 

These drawings he resolutely refuses to 
sell to curiosity-seekers, but gives them 
away freely and has himself a large collec- 
tion of them. Mr. Jacobs says he will perse- 
vere until he accomplishes the object of his 
ambition and becomes a full-fledged artist, 
and he is never so happy as when presented 
by one of the guards with a sheet of. real 
drawing paper. He forms a favorite study 
for the students, whom he imitates so assid-

URING the last week Chicago has 
been greatly enriched in art matters 
by another magnificent St. Gaudens 
Statue and by a visit from the great 
sculptor himself. This city may now 
proudly boast the distinction of owning two 
Of the greatest portrait statues in the West- 
een Hemisphere. The question alone troub- 
ling the art world is: Which is the greater? 
These-two great works of Augustus St. 
Gaudens are, as everybody well knows, the 
Lincoln monument in the south end of Lin- 
coin Park, and the Logan statue, opposite 
Eldredge court on the lake front. They 
Were erected in memory of two of Illinois’ 
Greatest sons and war time heroes. Both 
are deeply enshrined in the affections of the 
people of Chicago. 7 
Lincoln monument in Lincoln Park is 


presented as a subject for half-tone illustra- 


tion in this issue of THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE. 
The engraving is made from a wash draw- 
ing by H. G. Maratta, and shows not only 
the magnificent statue itself but also the 
fitting monument built for it and the park 
surroundings, which make an especially 
good background to display the great work. 
The appearance of the Logan statue, the 
whole city knows since Thursday. 

If Lincoln Park may be said to have a 
center it is the Lincoln monument. Al- 
though located in the extreme southwest 
corner of the public grounds, it is 
the accepted rendezvous of wheelmen and 
pedestrians alike and is the point from 
which the plans for trips, excursions, and 


‘tours of the park are always. reckoned. 


Picnic parties meet at the spot, carriage 


‘and 
‘are also factors in drawing the public to 


rides, start from there, and of a Sunday 
afternoon the place as a wheeling rendez- 
vous is second only to the refectory in 
Washington Park. 1 

The reason for this popularity of the Lin- 
coln monument is largely due to its lo- 
cation and surroundings. Itis situated near 
the south end, from which direction come the 
greater part of the people who visit the 
park, and is near the cable and electric cars, 
,which bring the greater number of 
pedestrains. On an eminence at the junction 
of all the southern drives, it is also naturally 
in the course of every trip by carriage or 
bicycle. The pleasant seats for people to 
rest, the green lawns and shady trees about, 
the general attractiveness of the view 


the place. . 


But there seems to be still a charm in the 
spot not accounted for by the location and 
- advantages of the place. It is in the monu- 
ment itself. Perhaps it is the great public 
regard for the man who saved the integrity 
of the nation, combined with awe at the 
magnificence of the representation of him 
erected there. A trip to the statue is like 
a visit with President Lincoln himself. 

Of the Logan statue, its erection, dedica- 
tion, and appearance the whole world is 
still ringing. It is a great statue of a great 
man, and last Thursday was a proud day 
for Chicago. 

Which is the greater, the Lincoln or the 
Logan statues? That.is the question which 
a great many art lovers, including Sculptor 
St. Gaudehs himself, would like to know. 
Up to the making of the Logan monument 
the Lincoln statue has been considered not 
only St. Gaudens’ masterpiece, but the great- 
est portrait statue in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. But now there is a competitor to 
the North Side bronze and opinions are di- 
vided. 

In an article on St. Gaudens and his work, 
in the June Century, William A. Coffin, the 
artist, put the Lincoln statue as the great- 
est of all the sculptor’s efforts. He said: 

“But in none of — 

ent, are all of his qualities so we 
san Pee as in the statue of Lincoln at Chi- 
cago. It was no light task to make an im- 
posing and dignified figure of the great Presi- 
dent's somewhat ungainly form clad in the 
ordinary modern suit of clothes. He repre- 
sented him erect and vigorous, strong like 
the pine tree rather than sturdy like the oak, 
thoughtful, imaginative, calm, but not stern, 
contained but not — He made his 
unyielding but Kinaly. 
* — — is especially fine. There is no 
trace of the conventionally noble features of 
the classic type, but there are grandeur and 
power in the rugged lines. The clothes are 
real and natural, but are so treated as to 
drape the figure severely and simply. The 
man is modern and a man of the people, yet 
he has the commanding dignity of a here, 
He is imposing and he is lovable, the chief 
of a great government and the father ef a 
le. 
Ore Lanne statue has been on publie view 
such a short time that the critics and even 
the public at large have not fully made up 
their minds as to the merit of the work. 
They admit it is great and imposing, butare 
not willing to commit themselves to a belief 
that it outranks the Lincoln monument, 
Mr. Coffin, in the article quoted, mentions 
the original cast of the statue as follows: 

“A look at the great bravura figure ef 
General Logan shows how far St. Gaudens 
can go in the direction of spirited action and 
impressiveness boldness without exag- 


geration.” 
To the sculptor himself the question has 


commit himself. When asked if he thought: 
the Logan statue was his masterpiece he 
said that an artist’s masterpiece was always 
his next coming work. When questioned 
as to how well he liked the Logan statue he 
said he was satisfied himself, but awaited 
with the greatest fear the verdict of the 
public. It is his first attempt at an eques- 
trian statue, he said, and he was doubtful 
how well he had succeeded. So far all had 
been praise and enthusiasm, but when sober 
judgment ruled instead of excitement, then

BEAUTIES OF THE GREAT 
YUCCA BED IN-JACKSON PARK. 


ITH the passing of the rose garden 

in the Wooded Island of Jackson 

Park there has sprung into ma- 

turity a new glory—the yucca bed. 

This recent attraction 1— aoe far 

frcm the now fast waning beauties of 

8 bushes, so that the appreciative 

spectator may turn from the sadness in- 

spired by the last roses of summer to find 

himself astonished and delighted by a splen- 

dor and magnificence just, at its zenith, It 

is like stepping from autumn into mid- 
summer. 

Just a little to the east of the rose garden 
is located the great yucca bed. It is a curi- 
ous sort of a flower plot, being filled in its 
center with trees and shrubs. But in that 
point is its high art shown, for the tall white 
blossoms of the lilies show against the

| 


“background of dark green with a brilliancy 
and beauty which they could never attain 
by themselves. The yucca plants are scat- 
tered by the dozens about this dark center, 
forming a great oval bed. Around the out- 
side is a strip of green grass, separating 
a graveled alk, while farther away is the 
cool beauty of the shaded lawns. 

Whether due to the shade, the dampness, 
or to the fostering care of the park garden- 
ers, it is certain that yucca plants seldom 
attain a size and beauty in this lattitude 
to equal those in the Wooded Island at Jack- 
son Park. The leaves of each plant are 
unusually large, but it seems to have been 
the one idea prevalent in the bed to make 
as great a show of blossoms as possible. 
Each stem is in the neighborhood of five feet 
tall, and bears scores of blossoms. The 


snowy white bells hanging in their graceful 
clusters make each plant a picture in itself, 
while the combined effect of the whole mass 
of the bed is one of the sights of the park 
System today. 

The Wooded Island just now is deservedly . 
popular. Surrounded by the water of the 
lagoons, it is always cool whichever way 
the wind may blow. The great old oak trees, 
with their wide-spreading shade, vie with 
the smaller and recently planted shrubs 
to furnish pleasant lounging places for the 
people who visit this most southern of all 
thé city parks. Added to the coolness and

CHICAGO'S CONEY ISLAND. 


QWINDSOR PARK BEACH AND HOW 
ARE AMUSED THERE.

ET your genuine Coney Island 
sandwich here! It's hot—red hot! 
Step right up and— That set- 
tles. it; the listener is formally in- 


troduced to Windsor Beach, the 


Coney Island of Chicago. 


And if the introduction is not sufficient, 


8 if the Sunday afternoon visitor would 
— more he need but drift with the crowd 
and look and listen. By nightfall his stock 
of knowledge will have been greatly en- 
riched through an acquaintance with one of 
Chicago's oddest features, and he will have 
acquired a fair working idea of how the 


average citizen amuses himself when the 


opportunity is offered. 


Windsor Park Beach is just now in the 
height of its glory. As Chicago's only open 
bathing resort, it is a place of great attrac- 
tion to the thousands of tired workers of the 
city, especially on the hot and dusty days 
of the recent warm weather. In conse- 
quence it is busy all the week from early 
morning to late midnight, but it is on Sun- 
day afternoon that the full dress rehearsal 
is given with all the company on the stage. 

All South Side roads lead to Windsor Park 
during the bathing season. Steam, trolley, 
bicycle, carriage, horse, and sidewaik all 
aid in getting the crowds of pleasure-seekers 
to the beach from the land side, while by 
water hosts of excursidn steamers make re- 
peated trips to the long piers at the foot of 
feventy-fifth street and return, carry! 
the cream of the shore throngs. By 8 o elo 
of a hot Sunday afternoon it is estimated 
there are 100,000 people on the lake ghore be- 
tween Seventieth and Seventy-ninth streets. 


Swimmers and Spectators. 
Only a fair per cent of the crowds which 


visit Windsor Beach of a Sunday actually 
goes into the water, although many obey the 


old mother’s advice to hang up your clothes 


on a hickory limb, and don’t go near the 


water; there is yet a large fraction of the 


throngs which never dons bathing suits at 
all, but, dressed in its Sunday best, moves 
up and down the beach as spectators. 
This interested crowd lines the shore in a 
solid wall of humanity, and has still enough 
left of itself to fill all the restaurants, re- 
freshment-rooms, and places of amusement 
in the neighborhood. 

There are amusements and games with- 
out number for this great crowd, ranging 
from roller coasters and a vaudeville show 
to throwing eggs at a negro’s head. There 
is ring toss for impossible walking sticks, 
shooting galleries, mechanical swings, and 
knocking the babies down, almost all of these 
interesting diversions being made more ex 
citing by offers of elaborate prizes in the 
shape of cheap cigars or more throws. You 
can also drop a nickel into the slot and get 
your tintype taken, or invest small sums in 
any of a hundred other schemes to while 
away the time, and incidentally make a liv- 
ing forthe fakers running them. All of these 
are well patronized, too, but, after all, the 
center of attraction to both swimmers an! 
spectators is the bathing itself. This is 
first-class—as good as Lake Michigan ever 
furnishes, with every aid from the in- 
genuity of man. The beach is smooth and 
gradually shelving, and is made of finest 
white sand, while the rolling waves put just 
the needed amount of animation into the 
ecene. 

How to Get a Swim. 

Twenty-five cents purchases a swimming 
uit, a dressing-room, and a right to the 
beach. The rest is easy. Good swimmers 
swim, poor swimmers paddle, and the rest 
of the bathers amuse themselves: There 
mre water fights, boarding and falling off 
the life rafts, rolling around in the surf, 
and teaching the fair bathers to swim. Then 

there is the tight wire or trolley, whose 

rolling carrier swings the daring bather 
down into the water with a tremendous 
Splash, amid a chorus of “Os!” and 

Ahs!“ from the admiring shore throngs. 

Besides all these there are the spring boards, 

boats, rafts, trapezes, rings, swings, and a 

water football match which never fails to 

create consternation on the shore. Evecy- 
thing goes, and at a most lively gait. 
And when aquatic sports grow t 

and the long immersion in the water chills 
the blood, the swimmers select a smooth 
Piece of fine white sand lying hot in the sun- 
shine, and there they lie in comfort and 
returning warmth, or wrestle, play leap- 
frog, and try feats of strength. Frequent- 
ly they bury each other in the fine white 
rand until a head protruding from the heap 
thrown up is all to be seen of some com- 
fortable bather, reminding the spectators 
of the methods of punishment accredited to 
the Chinese. 

‘There are almost no accidents at the beach, 
‘and joss of life is so rare that the few ex- 

ceptions in the history of the place barely 

serve to prove the rule of the bather’s great 
safety. There are plenty of lines, buoys, 


and life preservers about the place, and be- 


sides all these a regular life saving corps 
under the direction of W. M. Johnsqn, a 
professional swimmer. This body of men 
is stationed in a small tent right at the 
Water's edge and has a boat ready for in- 
stant use. Johnson himself saved over 
twenty lives last summer, and this year has 
also done yeoman service. He fills in his 
le time by hourly dives from the top of the 
high scaffolding on the end of the Seventy- 
fifth street pier and by exhibitions of fancy 
ewimming. 

Two years ago the aggriéved residents 
of the neighborhood of Windsor Park Beach 
succeeded in getting the band music inter- 
dicted as a nuisance. In consequence of 
this prohibition there are no bands, as 
such, at Windsor Beach, but oceans ‘of mel- 
ody of other kinds. The excursion steamers 
each have their own orchestras, which dis- 
course discordant melody on arrival and de- 
parture from the piers, but the bulk of the 


music in the air comes from hand organs, 


pianos, stringed instruments, and the human 
throat. Each restaurant, peanut stand, and 
merry-go-round has its own particular me- 
chanical device for producing sounds, most 
of them showing their constant use already 


by bad notes and general wheeziness. The 


combined -efforts of these instruments is 
wonderful to hear.

It is not the usual or conventional hall, 
with its raised dais, its three set chairs, Its 
block and gavel, its framed charters, and 
its air of formal and cheerless symbolism. 
Neither is it merely a sumptuous meeting 
place for the members of the lodge in which 


the prime aim is elegance and luxury. It is 


EW probably of the many thousand 


and the scenes presented and the startling 
effects produced are more mutely eloquent 
of what Masonry wishes to.emphasize than 
the words that are read or spoken. 
The agony in the garden, the horrors of 
Calvary, the tomb, the ascension, the weep- 
ing Marys, and many another scene familiar 
to readers of scripture are thus made real 
and are brought into play in the regular 
work of the commandery. Through the 
courtesy of some members of the lodge a re- 
porter for THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE was fa-

a religious theater, practically perfect in 
its every appointment, with drop curtains 
and flies and sidelights and all the para- 
phernalia for producing thunder and light- 
ning effects, sunsets and moonlights, van- 
ishing and reappearing figures, and the like, 
used on the ordinary stage. Its stage set- 
tings are specially designed for the purposes 
of the commandery and are regularly used 
in initiations, installations, and other work 
of the order. In a word, what other com- 
manderies have to leave to the imagina- 
tion, as Bottom spoke through his fingers 
by way of a cranny in the wall, Apollo Com- 
mandery represents by appropriate stage 
equipments or projects upon the air by 
means of light effects. . 

It is not to be understood that this em- 
ployment of stage tricks is in the interest 
of mere theatricality. The unusual ac- 
coutermént was decided upon purely to 
make the symbolism of the order more sol- 
emn and effective, and how solemn and 
beautiful it can be made with all the appli- 
ances of up-to-date theatrical mechahism 
can best be appreciated by those who have 
had the rare privilege of having an entrée 
to Apollo Commandery No. 1. 


Gives a Religious Allegory. 

It is an open secret that the much-talked- 
of symbolism and mystery of Masonry is 
but an allegorical representation of the life 
of Christ, on whose teachings and principles 
the order is based. The incidents in the lite 
of the Savior usually dwelt upon have the 
world over been wholly unrepresented or 
Suggested in the crudest way. It occurred 
to the leading spirite in the Apollo Com- 
mandery that it would be eminently proper 
to set these incidents and scenes with all 
the semblance of reality that theatrical art 
can lend. The necessary plant for such 
representations was therefore installed, and 
for the last three years the little religious 
theater of the commandery has been in 
regular operation. The members of ‘this 
lodge, though proud of their plant and its 
results, are not vainglorious, and they have 
left the members of other lodges and out- 
siders to find out as. occasion offered what 
can be and is done to cast a halo of Oriental 
Te over the symbolic work of the or- 

er. 

This account of the striking characteristic 
of the commandery is the first that has ap- 
peared in print. 

The commandery has drop curtains, back 
grounds, borders, and other settings, for no 
less than thirty-five separate scenes. These 
have been made after an exhaustive study 
of authentic pictures of biblical lands and 
people, and it is safe to say the representa- 
tions given are as nearly perfect in point of 
topography and costume as it is possible to 
make them. The scenes give the life of 
Christ from the destruction of the first to 
the completion of the sevond temple. The 
Savior is, of course, the central figure. 

Schedule Time Observed. 

Everything runs on schedule time, just 
as in the best appointed theater in which 
scenic effects are made a specialty. The 
person operating the stage effects is wholly 
screened from view. Lights are turned on 
and off at a word in the ritual, figures of a 
bygone time appear and disappear as if by 
magic, without confusion and as if by au- 
tomatism. Chaser lights follow the chief 


actors in the initiation or installation serv- 
ices. In brief, the tragedy of the cross

ing the exterior of the rock tomb. The 
‘drop, which is really transparent, seems 
solid and opaque when mildly illuminated 
from in front. When strongly illuminated 
from behind it is. invisible, and the scene 
on the drop behind stands out vividly. 

The ascension.is effected just as simply 
and satisfactorily. A movable figure rises 
behind a drop that is changed from opaque 
to transparent by a mere shifting of lights. 
In the same way the red cross scene is made 
effective. An immense red cross is made 
to stand out in the midst of a scene instan- 
taneous, and made to vanish as. quickly. 
It simply appears at the proper moment and 
disapears when it should, and no one has 
the least clew to the means employed to pro- 
duce the result. 

There is scarcely an incident in the life 
of Christ in the period named—from the de- 
struction of the first temple to the comple- 
tion of the second—that is not thus made 
the subject of scenic art. Carefully and ac- 
curately made drops and flies form the set- 
ting, and skillfully adjusted lights, manipu- 
lated by an expert, do the rest. The bridge. 
scene and the various views of the crucific- 
tion are especially good. Many ef the palace 
scenes are as pleasing as the Calvary and 
sepulchre scenes are painful and depressing. 
One might liken the representations given 
to a miniature Oberammergau without the 
realism of the actual. 

The stage of the commandery Is, of course, 
small, since scenic art takes the place 
largely of actual people, so that besides the 
expert who manipulates the lights and ar- 
ranges the setting, there is rarely anybody 
on the platform. The hall itself, on the fifth 
floor of the American Express Building, is 
especially attractive. It is finished in wal- 
nut and is encircled with a gallery. The 
room will accommodate probably 600 people. 
At the end opposite the stage is a fine pipe 
organ, and to the right as one faces the stage 
is a series of reception rooms. 

Dates from the Great Fire. 

The hall was built when the building was 
erected in 1872, immediately after the great 
fire. The furnishings, everything except 
the theatrical plant, dates from that time 
and is substantial and good. 

The Apollo Commandery is noteworthy as 
being the oldest in the State of Illinois. It 
received its charter from the General Grand 
Encampment of the United States on Sept. 
17, 1847. It will thus soon be fifty years old 
and will likely hold its golden jubilee. For 
several years beginning with 1877, Norman 
T. Gassette, to whom Chicago owes its 
Masonic Temple, was its Eminent Com- 
mander. It now has a membership of 650, 
of whom C. R. Vandercook and James Me- 
Nair are the oldest living. The former re- 
ceived the order of Knight Templar in 1840 
and the latter in 1848. 

Apollo Commandery No. 1 may be termed 
a curiosity. said a member in explaining the 
strange equipment of the lodge. There is 
nothing like it in the world so far as we have 
learned. .The step was not hastily taken 
in making the commandery virtually a re- 
ligious theater; neither did we aim at novel- 
ty or mere theatricality. The move was 
made for the good of the lodge, and while 


we have made no attempt to give the matter 
notoriety.”
